Nearly 4,000 lots will cross the block at the auction to be 
conducted by Auctions by Bowers and Merena, Inc. in con- 
junction with this year’s anniversary convention. Included are 
dazzling rarities of American gold and silver coins and com- 
memoratives, colonials and world gold coins. 

The auction will showcase the Nelson Page Aspen Collec- 
tion, which contains outstanding examples of the 1792 half 
dime, 1795 half dollar, 1794 silver dollar and Gobrecht dollar. 
According to Richard A. Bagg, auction director for Bowers 
and Merena, the planned sale of early-issue dollars from 1794 
through 1803 is one of the most extensive ever offered. Hun- 
dreds of lots are devoted to Morgan dollars of great rarities, 
high-condition pieces and quantity offerings.

Among the world gold coins to be sold are 
ancient issues of Greece and Rome; multiple ducats of Austria, 
Germany and German states; rarities of Danzig: hammered 
issues from Great Britain’s Edward III through Charles I: an 
extremely rare Mexican Oaxaca 60-peso piece of 1916: and 
an exceptional collection of Swiss multiples.

Coins of The Carnegie 


August 8 through October 15, 1989 
The Carnegie Museum of Natural History Gallery 


The Carnegie Museum of Natural History is delighted to 
display to the public some valuable and rarely seen coins. This 
exhibit contains the highlights from the museum’s numismatic 
collection of some 14,000 items. Numismatics can include 
various kinds of objects used as a means of exchange, as well 
as pieces that are essentially commemorative. Included here 
are coins, tokens, medals, campaign buttons, and paper 
money. Local coin enthusiasts have been very helpful in ana- 
lyzing the collection and choosing pieces for this exhibition. 

Coin collecting is one of the world’s oldest and most wide- 
spread hobbies. Coins, like stamps, can lead the collector into 
many areas of interest, such as history, geography, archaeol- 
ogy, economics, and art. 

The Carnegie’s collection of coins began over seventy years 
ago with purchases by Andrew Carnegie of rare U.S. and 
Oriental coins. The collection grew in size with acquisitions of 
important historical pieces from ancient Greece and Rome, 
coins of the Spanish and British empires, and coins minted in 
the American colonies before the Revolutionary War. A major 
donation to the collection was the superb set of 480 early 
American cent pieces by George Hubbard Clapp. The Carne- 
gie’s collection grew in size and reputation to rank with the 
best in the country. 


George H. Clapp’s Large Cents 


The first four cases on the left display the Clapp collection of large 
U.S. cent pieces, coins that were in circulation from 1793 to 1857. 
The coins are identified here by date and by the number assigned 
by scholars. The S series was assigned by W.H. Sheldon, the N 
series by H.R. Newcomb, the A series by Andrews. 

These coins are noted for the beauty of their simple designs, for 
their historical worth as links to our nation’s earliest days, and for 
the variability in the coins. The variability occurs because the dies 
for these coins were cut by hand, so differences crept in, with 
mistakes in numbering or lettering, or shifts in parts of the design. 
In fact, no two are exactly alike. Coin lovers like to look for these 
discrepancies. 

One interesting piece is the 1807 S-272, the “1807 over 6” 
variety, in the third case. The original date of 1806 has been redone 
to read 1807. In addition, several coins show significant obverse 
(“heads” side of the coin) die cracks. (See 1794 S62 in case 1; 
1800 S206, 1802 S226, and 1812 S291 in case 3.) 

Another cause for variability in these coins was the type of copper 
used. It came from many different sources because such metals 
were scarce. English and Swedish copper shipments and salvage 
from nails, spikes, and household utensils all resulted in copper 
coinage of different colors and quality. 


Paper Money 


Before the federal government issued a uniform national currency 
in the 1860s, a confusing array of notes was issued by local govern- 
ments, companies, and banks. This paper money played an 
important role in raising capital for development projects, such as 
transportation equipment and facilities. 

In this case we see two uncut sheets of bills. The notes of the 
Greensburgh and Pittsburgh Turnpike Co. are very rare; probably 
fewer than five of each exist. 

The note of the Kirtland Safety Society, in the third row, was 
signed by Joseph Smith, founder of the Church of Latter-Day Saints. 
Pioneers of this sect settled for a while in Kirtland, Ohio, before 
moving west. 

During the Civil War the Confederate States of America, as well 


as individual southern states, issued notes in order to finance the 
war and to replace coinage which sometimes was hoarded. After 
the war, confederate notes were worthless, but they are widely 
collected today as souvenirs. 


Colonial and United States Coins 


Early settlers in America used the coinage of their native countries, 
resulting in a mixture of foreign coins. Although the U.S. Mint was 
established in the 1790s, these coins continued in use as legal 
tender until 1857, because there were not enough U.S. coins to 
meet the demands of commerce. 

The Mexican 2 reales piece, lower left corner of the case, was 
coined at the Mexico City mint and is one of the earliest coins used 
in America. ‘Cob,’ describing the 8 reales piece, means a crude 
Spanish-American coin. 

The coins in the second row were made and used in New Eng- 
land; those in the third row were made in England for use in 
Maryland. 

The Machin’s Mills coin in row five is an imitation of a British 
penny made by Thomas Machin in Newburgh, New York. 

The Maryland threepence is very rare. It and the Maryland shilling 
were created by Capt. John Chalmers and minted in Annapolis, 
Maryland. 

The Standish Barry threepence in the seventh row is also very 
rare. Note the patriotic design on the Nova Constellatio cent. 
(’New Constellation’ refers to the new U.S. government.) 

The gold and silver coinage in rows nine to twelve was made at 
the Philadelphia mint, established by Congress in April 1792. The 
half disme (this term is used for the 1792 10-cent coins) was struck 
at the direct request of President George Washington. Because of a 
shortage of silver, people were urged to donate personal silver to 
the cause. The coin exhibited here is believed to have been made 
from Martha Washington’s own silverware. Fewer than 250 survive 
today from the 1,500 half dismes struck. 

The Saint-Gaudens double eagle was designed by that well- 
known American sculptor at the request of President Theodore 
Roosevelt, the first president since Washington to take an interest in 
coinage as a reflection of national pride. 

The coins in the next to last row commemorate special events, 
and the coins in the last row are patterns, that is, samples from new 
dies of designs that were never adopted as official coins. 


Medals and Tokens 


The Indian peace medals in this case were struck at the U.S. Mint 
in Philadelphia to be given to Indian leaders who were party to 
various treaties, as a reminder of the negotiated peace. The Andrew 
Jackson medal is somewhat ironic, because he first fought the 
Creeks, and then used Creek warriors on raids against the Spanish 
in Florida in the early nineteenth century. 

The “Kittanning” medals commemorate the attack by British 
troops in 1756 on a Delaware Indian village at Kittanning, Pennsyl- 
vania. Despite the fact that most of the Indian men were away, the 
troops suffered more losses than the villagers, although the town 
was destroyed. The City of Philadelphia had these medals made to 
be issued to the troops. Later, after the dies were damaged, the 
mint used them again to strike more copies of the medal. 

In the fourth row we see a sutler’s token. Sutlers were merchants 
who were authorized by the government to travel with the treops 
and supply them with goods not issued with their rations, such as 
soap, tobacco, and letter paper. This one is a Civil War piece, 
marked “MERRIAM/BOSTON.” 

The medals in the following rows of this case were struck at the 
Philadelphia mint to honor various officers and soldiers of the War 
of 1812. They all were done by Moritz Furst, who both designed the 
medals and engraved the dies to make them. Born in Hungary in 
1782, he came to America in 1807 and worked as a designer- 
engraver at the mint from 1808 to 1838. 

The next case of medals and tokens contains a Bryan dollar. 
These were struck by political opponents of William Jennings Bryan 
for the presidential campaign of 1896. Bryan and other free silver 
advocates wanted silver coinage to be struck at a fixed ratio to the 
value of gold. This dollar demonstrates how large a silver coin 
would have to be in order to match its value in gold. This and 
similar pieces showing the impracticality of the idea helped defeat 
Bryan and his platform. 

Transportation tokens were used on public and private transport 
and on privately-owned bridges and ferries in the nineteenth and 
early twentieth century. 

The Saint-Gaudens medal in the third row commemorates the 
61st birthday of sculptor Augustus Saint-Gaudens. It was designed 
in 1934 and issued for the Sculptors Dinner of the Medallic Art 
Company of New York on April 10, 1937. Saint-Gaudens was 
director of The Carnegie Museum of Art from 1922 to 1950. 


The medal for Major-General George B. Meade was designed and 
engraved by Anthony Paquet, one of the great designer-engravers 
of the nineteenth century. He was born in Hamburg, Germany, 
emigrated to the United States in 1848, and became assistant mint 
engraver at the Philadelphia mint in 1857. He worked there until 
1864, designing some of our loveliest mint medals and gold coins. 

Many of the other pieces here have Pittsburgh associations. 
Heeren Bros. & Co. of Pittsburgh, founded in 1862 by two brothers 
from Germany, were jewelers, engravers, and medal makers until 
the Depression, when their jewelry business was sold. Heeren Bros. 
& Co. made medals which were sold to raise funds to buy the 
Stephen Foster home in Pittsburgh. 

The Carnegie Hero Fund Commission was established in 1904 by 
Andrew Carnegie, and continues today, to reward civilians in the 
United States and Canada who have risked their lives in saving or 
attempting to save the lives of others. Over 7,300 medals have 
been awarded to date from 64,000 nominations. Carnegie set up 
similar organizations in other countries. 


Ancient and Asian Coinage 


The first use of coins for commerce instead of barter and exchange 
probably occurred in Asia Minor in the seventh century B.C. Two 
ancient Greek coins are seen in the first row, along with a gold 
numisma from eleventh century Byzantium. The Latin word 
numisma, meaning ‘coin,’ gives us our word ’numismatics.’ 

The Roman aureus (meaning ’golden’) coin in the second row 
shows a lifelike portrait of Nero. 

The next two rows display beautiful large Japanese pieces called 
obans, which were used in the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. 
One oban was worth ten kobans. All but one of these rare coins 
were donated by Andrew Carnegie. 

Most of the unusual Chinese and Siamese pieces in the rest of the 
case, such as the “knife money,” were valued according to their 
weight. (Tael is a unit of weight; the words in quotation marks are 
collectors’ terms for the coin shapes.) Chinese coins were different 
from those in the West--they were cast, not struck; they bore in- 
scriptions only, not designs; round ones had a square hole; and 
they stayed in circulation almost indefinitely, that is, for several 
hundred years. 

The ngon hoi in the last row was used to pay bride price to a 
woman’s family at her marriage in order to compensate the family 
for the loss of her labor and companionship.

Presidents of PAN and WPNS, respectively. This 
article outlines the history of these three active 
Western Pennsylvania coin clubs. 


Western Pennsylvania 
Numismatic Society 


WPNS is one of the oldest numismatic 
organizations in the country, having been founded 
in 1878. WPNS was the host club for the 1935 
ANA Convention. This was the second visit to 
Pittsburgh by the ANA. The first ANA convention 
was held at Niagra Falls in the Spring of 1892, but 
adjourned to complete its business later the same 
year in Pittsburgh. 


One of the founding members of WPNS was 
Large Cent expert George Clapp, who was a co- 
founder of ALCOA, the Aluminum Corporation of 
America. Clapp wrote several books and articles 
on the subject of Early American Cents, and 
donated significant collections of coppers to the 
American Numismatic Society and the Carnegie 
Museum of Natural History in Pittsburgh. 


WPNS membership rolls have included other 
numismatic notables such as_ William 
W. Woodside, Howard Gibbs, and John A. Beck. 
Woodside, a prominent attorney, was the curator 
of the vast coin collections at the Carnegie 
Museum. From 1939 to 1948 Woodside edited 
NUMISMA, “an occasional numismatic pamphlet,” 
devoted to various scholarly topics relating to 
coins of the world. 


Gibbs was a pioneer in the study of Primitive 
Money, and authored many books and articles on 
the subject. The legendary Beck collection was 
formed before 1924, and was sold at auction in 


1975-77. The Beck holdings included an 
extensive collection of Private and Territorial Gold 
Coins, plus the largest hoard of 1856 Flying Eagle 
cents ever formed. 


Current WPNS members include students of 
such diverse fields as Ancient and Byzantine 
Coins, Siege Coins, Jetons, Mexican Coinage, 
Coins of the British © Commonwealth, 
Washingtonia, Large Cents, Bust Halves, 
Counterstamps, Encased Postage Stamps, Civil 
War Tokens, Depression Scrip, Charge Coins, 
Transportation Tokens, and Numismatic 
Literature. : 


Wayne Homren, WPNS Vice-President, - is 
Publicity Chairman for the convention. John 
Burns, WPNS Treasurer, is serving as Education 
Chairman and coordinator for the Numismatic 
Theatre. Past President Richard Crosby is Exhibit 
Chairman, Richard Buckley is Bourse/Property 
Chairman, and Ed Krivoniak is Tour Chairman. 


Beginning in 1878, WPNS has issued several 
commemorative medals in bronze, silver, and 
gold. These medals will be on display at this 
year’s ANA convention, along with portions of the 
Society’s original minutes and Treasurer's reports 
from 1878. WPNS is Member number 6 of the 
ANA, part of the first group of clubs to join 
following the 1912 Federal Club Charter. 1989 
marks WPNS’ 75th year of membership in the 
ANA, and a special ceremony will be held at the 
convention. 


Pittsburgh 
Numismatic Society 


Founded in 1950 as the Brookline Coin Club, the 
organization met in various locations including a 
pharmacy, an insurance agency, a funeral home, 
and a bank before moving to their current location 
at the University of Pittsburgh. In 1953 the club 
became a member of the ANA. On May 31, 1956 
the club’s name was officially changed to 
Pittsburgh Numismatic Society. 


PNS hosted the Penn-Ohio Coin Clubs’ annual 


conventions in 1958, 1961, and 1964. Among the 
more notable club members were George Marlier, 
Duane Feisel, and Ray Byrne. Marlier was the 
longest-serving President of WPNS (all but one 
year between 1924 and 1938). Exonomist Feisel 
authored the first catalog of parking tokens. 
Caribbean coin expert Ray Byrne won several 
Heath Literary Awards and served on the ANA 
Board of Governors from 1965 to 1967. 


PNS Recording Secretary James Kunz is in 
charge of Pre-Registration for the 1989 ANA 
Convention. Corresponding Secretary David 
Deep is in charge of Young Numismatist activities. 
Treasurer Rodger Hershey is serving as Finance 
Chairman, and Rodger’s wife Dottie is heading the 
Hospitality Committee. Constance Leone is 
organizing the Friendship Luncheon. David Deep 
is chairman for Young Numismatist activities, and 
Richard Heintz is in charge of Pages. 


Pennsylvania Association 
of Numismatists 


Founded in 1978, PAN is the youngest of the 
three sponsoring organizations. In its brief 
eleven-year history, PAN has seen tremendous 
growth, and has become the first statewide 
numismatic organization for Pennsylvania. Nearly 
two hundred individuals and clubs throughout the 
state are members of PAN. The organization 
holds an annual coin convention, and publishes its 
joumal, The Clarion, three times a year. 


While PAN’s activities today are much like 
those of any other statewide organization, the 
group’s origins were anything but typical. PAN 
was a Child of necessity, born out of the need for a 
unified lobbying effort against the proposed sale 
of the numismatic holdings of the Carnegie 
Institute in Pittsburgh. Plans for the sale were 
announced at the WPNS 100th Anniversary 
Banquet in November, 1978. The announcement 
shocked the local numismatic community, whose 
members had supported the collections for many 
years. 


Following the announcement, Sampson Paguia 
approached Don Carlucci and several other local 
hobbyists with the idea of forming an association 
of all the coin clubs in Pennsylvania. The initial 
task of the group would be an effort to halt the 
proposed sale, described by some as “cultural 
vandalism." After a lengthy court battle led by the 
State Attorney General’s office, an out-of-court 
settlement was-reached whereby portions of the 
collection would remain at the museum, while the 
rest would be sold. 


Once the museum matter was resolved, PAN 
lacked a consistent focus, and interest in the 
organization started to fade. But through the 
dedicated efforts of a core group of individuals, 
PAN regrouped its forces. With the help of John 
Eshbach and the officers of the Central 
Pennsylvania Numismatic Association, PAN was 
revived and set on its current course. 


Today PAN is truly a statewide organization, 
holding meetings and conventions throughout 
Pennsylvania. PAN celebrated its 10th 
anniversary with a banquet at its 1988 convention 
in Scranton, PA. A one-ounce silver round was 
issued to commemorate the event. 


PAN has established two annual awards of 
merit, named after past Chief Engravers of the 
U.S. Mint. The Gilroy Roberts Award honors 
members for achievements in numismatic 
education. The Frank Gasparro Award honors an 
outstanding individual for contributions to PAN 
and numismatics in general. The awards consist 
of handsome bronze plaques decorated with a 
head of Liberty designed by Frank Gasparro. 


PAN’s association with mint engravers includes 
member John Mercanti, the sculptor/engraver who 
designed the Statue of Liberty/Ellis Island 
commemorative half dollar, and several other 
notable mint products. Through the efforts of PAN 
past-president Don Carlucci, Mercanti agreed to 
design the 1989 ANA Convention Medal.

What will the market be like when the ANA bourse opens to- 
morrow? Dealer Maurice Rosen of Plainview, N.Y., was optimistic 
about what the week bring on the bourse floor. "I sense that the 
market is going to ride a renewed wave of contivence, he saiu:. 
"The market is improving in many areas, as dealer cash flows and 
inventories are coming into better balance." What will the hot 
coins be? Rosen predicts "certified coins of high grades, MS-64 
and better, and especially MS-66 and better." Dealer Dan Avena 
of Vinéland, -N.J:, was also optimistic: 2 "the market is.certainly 
improving. Demand and prices are picking up again. It will be 
a little different from last year's ANA, when we started out with 
high prices that dropped off." Avena said this year's ANA will 
be a good time to buy. “A lot of dealers and collectors hold their 
best coins for the ANA," he said, “and you'll see a bigger variety 
of coins than anywhere else." Dealer John Paul Sarosi of Johns- 
town, Pa., thinks there'll be plentyscof-actian for collector mater— 
ial too. "We are looking forward to the ANA," he said, "because 
most of our business involves collector material. We'll have a 
few high-grade slabs, but we find that the collector market is 
steady, and it has nothing to do with the wps and downs in the bul- 
lion or investment coins."

and executive sessions -- on Tuesday. 
are some highlights of what happened: 

San Diego will be the site of future 
midwinter conventions during even-numbered 
years. The board had originally intended 
to alternate the midwinter between San Diego 
and Orlando, but convention director Ruthann 
Brettell said the convention was not big 
enough for the Orlando convention center 
to book more than a year in advance. The 
1991 midwinter will be held in Colorado 
Springs; Brettell will continue to research 
sites for future odd-numbered years. 

More convention stuff: John Wilson was 
named general chairman for the 100th anni- 
versary convention in Chicago in 1991. 

A motion by vice president Ken Hallenbeck 

to allow ANA bourse dealers to have one or 
two cases of non-numismatic material was 
later withdrawn. Items like jewelry and 
baseball cards would have been allowed under 
the proposal, but questions about its effect 
on the ANA's tax-exempt status were raised. 

First Strike, the ANA's magazine for 
beginning collectors will be incorporated 
into The Numismatist after the next issue of 
First Strike. ANA executive director Robert 
J. Leuver said First Strike was operating 
at a $26,000 annual deficit. The publica- 
tion will now appear as a quarterly insert 
in The Numismatist. In executive session, 
the board voted to keep The Numismatist's 
size the same as currently used. A change 
to an 83- by 1ll-inch format had been ap- 
proved last March. 

Also in executive session, the board 
resolved an outstanding debt with Kurt Krueg- 


er resulting from the 1984 convention auction. 


Krueger has paid the ANA $228,031.10 in cash 
and numismatic material.

Speaking of exhibits, there are 109 total exhibits at this 
year's convention, including 13 non-competitive exhibits. Extra 
room had to be made to accommodate them all. All those exhibits 
will keep 49 judges busy this week. 


Dealers were generally positive about market activity during 
PNG Day. "We are selling everything from $25 to $10,000 coins," 
said Donald Hosier of Ramsey, N.J. "Many of my individual sales 
went to collectors," said New York City dealer Anthony Terranova. 
He added, "I have done virtually no buying. That has been the 
hardest part." 

James Fairfield of Fort Wayne, Ind., observed "a fair amount 
of buying, but there has been an equal amount of selling. There 
is a lot of action, and prices are creeping up." 

Chicago dealer Mike Pesha "would like to buy more coins, 
but ANE bid prices are so low that you have to pay well over bid." 
He likes high-grade commemoratives, gold, and Walking Liberty half 
dollars. 

Norman Pullen of Portland, Maine, was "pleasantly surprised. 
A lot of people showed up for PNG Day, and that creates action." 
Better-date gold, Standing Liberty quarters, and "collector coins" 
were brisk sellers for Pullen. 

A pair of complete sets in high grades were being offered 
on the bourse floor. Walking Liberty halt dollars, all in 5-65 
or proof-65 and better, were priced at $500,000 for the set by 
Numismatic Investments of Ohio. Gary Sturtridge of Tonganoxie, 
‘Kan., had a complete 24-date Peace-dollar set, all in MS-64, for 
$46,500. 


A second sight-unseen trading market for rare coins is being 
formed. The National Numismatic Network Inc. is seeking investors 
for the venture, which "would be directly competitive with the 
American Numismatic Exchange." Among the founders of the NNN are 
Ron Downing, publisher of the Coin Dealer Newsletter and the Cer- 
tified Coin Dealer Newsletter (commonly known as the Gray Sheet 
and Blue Sheet), dealer Tom Noe of Sylvania, Ohio, and Marty Haber 
of Numismatic Investments of Florida. Shares are being offered 
for $5,000 each, with a minimum investment of one share. The Nu- 
mismatic Trading Exchange, or Nutrex, is the coin trading network 
that will be formed by NNN. Investors are required to meet mini- 
mum net-worth and income qualifications as stated in the prospectus.

That was the message from 
Harvey Stack, keynote speaker at Wednes- 
day's ANA business meeting. "I believe 
it is incumbent on the ANA to encourage a 
forum between the various grading services 
to develop greater uniformity and standar- 
dization in assigning grades to coins," 
Stack said. 

Stack cited an example in which one 
coin was submitted to the two major 


grading services nine times and each time it 


came back as MS-64. But the 10th time’it 


was submitted it came back MS-65, resulting 


in a $45,000 jump in value. "I have also 
seen the reverse occur," Stack said. "In 
three submissions to the same service, 
another coin dropped from MS-64 to 63 and 
finalbycbee 62" 

Stack stressed educational programs 
that would teach collectors about all as- 
pects of numismatics. "If we provide the 
tools and information, we will grow," he 
said.

Registration figures for the conven- 
tion have reached 10,000, Steve Bobbitt, 
ANA public relations coordinator, reports. 
That number does not include the 2,000 
recorded on PNG Day. 

Retailers, including the U.S. Mint anc 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, say 
business has been brisk. Ken Knapp, chief 
of the Mint's domestic sales division, and 
Dan Jerore, staff assistant to Mint Direc- 
tor Donna Pope, say they are pleased with 
sales so far. 

"The first day, we sold out almost our 
whole inventory," Jerore stated. On the 
second day, the Mint had twice that amount 
shipped in. The original inventory, some 
$20,000 worth, was supposed to last the 
whole convention. Even now, additional 
supplies are on standby in Philadelphia. 

Selling particularly well are proof 
and mint sets, six-coin Congress sets and 
the two-coin Congress proof sets.

12:00 noon 


“The Story of Rare United States and Columbia Coin Glass’’ 
James Simmons, Cambridge, MD 


The intriguing but little-known story of coin glass began nearly a century ago at the 1892 Columbian 
Exposition and World’s Fair in Chicago. This unique glass was made with genuine U.S. coin images 
in the mold. After only a few months, production was discontinued because the glass was declared 
counterfeit by the U.S. government. About 100 varieties are known to exist in several coin denomina- 
tions and types. This dramatic story has no equal in the realm of glassware, and James Simmons is 
recognized as the foremost expert in the field. Don’t miss this talk, which will immediately precede 
a guided tour of the coin glass exhibit by Mr. Simmons. 


1:00 p.m. 
“George H. Clapp: The Man and His Life’’ 
Mark Auerbach, Cliffton, NJ 


George Clapp may be best known by the general public as the founder of ALCOA Aluminum, but 
by numismatists he is best remembered for his world famous collection of Early American coppers, 
specifically, large cents. Mark Auerbach has done original archival research on Clapp and will report 
his findings at this program. Not only will Clapp’s life be discussed, but Mark will also review the pedigrees 
of some of the most significant coins from the Clapp collection. 


2:00 p.m. 
“Small Size Red Seals”’ 
Nelson Page Aspen, M.D., West Chester, PA 


Red Seals—legal-tender small-size notes—began in 1928. They replaced the larger size notes that had 
been issued up until then. Actually, the BEP had been printing small-size notes for some time before 
this, but only for the Philippines! Did you know that many of the originally proposed portraits were 
never used? Dr. Aspen’s talk will be loaded with historical anecdotes that are sure to interest everyone. 


3:00 p.m. 
“Dutch Sieges of the 16th and 17th Centuries” 
Larry Korchnak, Aliquippa, PA 


“Dutch Sieges’’ will introduce the numismatist to the events surrounding the war between Spain and 
the Low Countries (the Eighty Years’ War, 1568-1648). During this period a significant number of 
obsidional, or siege, coins were produced. Larry Korchnak, one of the foremost collectors of siege coins, 
will discuss specific sieges and will provide descriptions and slides of the various types of coins produced. 
Representative coins will be displayed along with a few key reference books on the subject.

“The Washington before Boston Medal: One More Time” 
Dick Buckley, Bethel Park, PA 


The gold Washington before Boston medal was presented by Congress to General Washington and 
remained in his family until 1876 when it was purchased for $5,000 by 50 Boston citizens and presented 
to the city. A silver specimen—one of only four known—was presented to the General by the French 
government and subsequently was owned by Daniel Webster. There have been five distinct restrikes 
of the medal! Learn the fascinating history of this significant medal from one of its foremost experts.

“‘How Not to Lose Your Hard-Earned Money When Investing in U.S. Commemoratives and U.S. 
Type Coins”’ 

Anthony Swiatek, Manhasset, NY 


The ‘“‘do’s and don’ts”’ of coin collecting from the publisher and editor of a well-respected and noted 
numismatic newsletter, and co-author of The Encyclopedia of United States Silver and Gold Commemorative 
Coins, 1891-1954. Tony will share his knowledge of collecting. Most numismatists collect for enjoy- 
ment, but the investment realities of coins cannot be overlooked. This is an opportunity to ask the 
questions you have been wanting answers to.

“Everything You Wanted to Know about Numismatic Literature but Were Afraid to Ask: A Panel 
Discussion’”’ 

Remy Bourne, Fridley, MN; John Ford, Phoenix, AZ; Frank Katen, Silver Springs, MD; George 
Kolbe, Crestline, CA; Armand Champa (moderator), Louisville, KY 


Armand Champa, president of the Numismatic Bibliomania Society, will discuss the legendary works 
and great rarities of numismatic literature, highlighted by slides from his famous library. John Ford will 
discuss the personalities behind numismatic literature and libraries. The legendary ‘Wylie Hoard”’ of 
the 19th century will be the topic of Frank Katen’s presentation, while George Kolbe will discuss the 
“inside story” of major auctions of numismatic literature. Remy Bourne will uncover the treasures to 
be found in fixed price lists and numismatic promotional literature. 


Following the individual presentations, Mr. Champa will moderate a roundtable discussion about 
numismatic literature.

12:00 noon 
“The Conder Is Not a Bird: An Introduction to the 18th-Century Token-Coinage of Great Britain”’ 
Frank Van Valen, Wolfeboro, NH 


The regal coinage output of Great Britain was at best very spotty during the latter half of the 18th 
century. Small change, the backbone of the working man’s economy, was nearly nonexistent. To alleviate 
this shortage, and to pay their laborers, many merchants produced halfpenny and farthing tokens. These 
circulated in the place of regal coinage. As soon as collectors of the day showed an interest in these 
pieces, unscrupulous merchants and counterfeiters manufactured their own fabrications, thus destroying 
the economic integrity of the tokens. Frank Van Valen will discuss connections between Conder tokens 
and our own Hard Times tokens. He will also trace the evolution of these tokens from their beginnings 
in Wales in 1787, and relate these tokens to our own colonial coins. Finally, he will answer the rather 
intriguing question of how Conder tokens got their name. His slide presentation will feature rare and 
interesting items, many in Proof condition, and will show such famous items as the ‘‘slave’”’ token, Lady 
Godiva, and even a two-headed cow! 


1:00 p.m. 
“Numismatics and Television’”’ 
David Lisot, Hollywood, CA 


David Lisot is business-news commentator and reporter for the Financial News Network (FNN) and 
specializes in numismatics. The hobby of coin collecting is no longer a collector-dominated market. 
The entry of major financial investors has changed the face of numismatics forever. One of the major 
forces to have catalyzed this change is the use of television as a medium to transmit the message of 
numismatics. This medium is powerful in its ability to convey the legitimacy of an idea to a large audi- 
ence. David Lisot will discuss how television has been used and abused in its presentation of numismatics. 


2:00 p.m. 
“The Promotion and Supression of Hard Times Tokens’’ 
Eric P. Newman, St. Louis, MO 


Eric Newman, a renowned numismatist and author, makes his first appearance at the Numismatic 
Theatre. Mr. Newman has chosen Hard Times Tokens as his topic. Hard Times Tokens have never 
been fully documented. He will discuss the government’s objections to their circulation as illegal and 
the attempts by the authorities to prosecute and prevent their circulation. This promises to be a highlight 
of the Theatre, so arrive early for a good seat. 


3:00 p.m. 
“Coins of the HMS Feversham: New Light on 18th-Century America” 
William L. Bischoff, New York, NY 


When the HMS Feversham sank in 1711, the event was no more than a footnote in the century-long 
rivalry between France and England for mastery of North America. Salvage of the vessel’s coins over 
the past decade, by contrast, looms as one of the most important, if not the most important, hoard 
find in the numismatic history of the 13 colonies. This talk compares and contrasts the Feversham’s 
recently discovered secrets with those of other finds (the Castine hoard, for example) to show what advances 
this discovery has brought to our knowledge of political and economic life in Colonial America. 


4:00 p.m. 
“Bank Notes—An Inter-Disciplinary Study” 
Yasha Beresiner, London, England 


‘‘Legal-tender playing cards” and ‘‘cartographic paper money” may sound like incongruous titles for 
collecting subjects. However, the link between various collectors’ items not only is possible and prac- 
tical, but also can become quite fascinating. Bank notes, almost from their inception, have been used 


to depict a wide variety of themes that have often formed a collecting subject in their own right. Coins 
on bank notes and maps on bank notes, with their comparison to the original item, are the subject 
matter of this lecture. Packs of playing cards bear depictions of coins and bank notes, and a 52-card 
pack has actually served as a comprehensive atlas of the counties of England and Wales. Yasha’s lecture 
will try to expand the interest of the collector who often prefers to limit himself to the boundaries 
of his own favorite subject. 


5:00 p.m. 
“Successful Investing in Collector Coins” 
Paul Padget, Cincinnati, OH 


Paul Padget has been a collector, investor and dealer (in that order) in coins since the 1940s. A suc- 
cessful engineer and transportation executive earlier, he has worked fulltime in the rare coin and precious- 
metals business for the past 10 years. Paul does not run a coin shop and does not deal directly with 
the public. Instead, he caters to the needs of over 200 advanced collectors and investors. The thesis 
of his talk is that there are not one, but two, markets for rare coins—the “promoted” market and the 
“collector” market, and that investors need to better understand the collector market to successfully 
invest in rare coins.

‘‘Walter Breen Answers Your Questions about Numismatics”’ 
Walter Breen, Berkeley, CA 


Walter Breen is a renowned scholar, researcher, author (more than 40 books, several of which are 
monumental), numismatic authority, celebrity, and much, much more! Walter returns, by popular demand, 
to field all your questions on numismatics. This is certain to be a fun hour that will sustain most everyone 
until next year’s Seattle convention.

‘A New Look at the New Jersey Coppers” 
Michael Hodder, Wolfeboro, NH 


Michael Hodder is completing an exhaustive study of the New Jersey copper coinage of 1786-88. 
He has used statistical analyses of metrology and die-state records of several thousand coins. His research 
has led to a revision of die-emission sequences and mint attributions that were proposed by earlier 
researchers. Not only has the terminal date for the coinage been pushed back to 1789-90, but Mathias 
Ogden’s role over the whole period has been re-examined. Here is your chance to learn about some 
important pre-publication research by a young and important numismatist. 


12:00 noon 
“The Creation of the 1989 Pittsburgh ANA Medal” 
Don Carlucci, Cheswick, PA 


The Pittsburgh convention medal was designed by John Mercanti, assistant chief engraver of the U.S. 
Mint, as a token of appreciation and support for the Pennsylvania Association of Numismatists. In designing 
the medal, Mr. Mercanti wanted to commemorate the 200th anniversary of Washington’s first presidential 
inauguration. The medal’s obverse depicts George Washington as a young surveyor atop Mt. Washington 
looking down on a wooded site where the three rivers converge. Behind the woods is Washington’s 
vision of what was to develop on that site—Pittsburgh’s present-day skyline. 


Don Carlucci will describe how this beautiful medal came to be. Immediately following his talk, at 
1:00 p.m., Auctions by Bowers & Merena, Inc. will be auctioning many items used by Mr. Mercanti 
to produce the medal.

“Computers in Numismatics”’

Reading a Roman Coin 


Translating the Latin language on 
Roman coins is relatively easy if you 


know the rules. 


“| would like to join the Roman 
Coin Project and earn all those an- 
cient Roman coins by simply par- 
ticipating in mumerous facets of 
numismatics, but there is one thing 
holding me back.’” The speaker was 
13-year-old Michael, who, although 
quite new to coin collecting, already 
had a nice start in U.S. coins. 

“And just what is that problem?’ 
asked Robin, Michael’s 11-year-old 
friend who was just getting started in 
numismatics, and relied heavily on 
Michael’s greater experience. 

“The Romans spoke and wrote a 
different language from ours, called 
Latin, and if there is one thing | don’t 
know anything about, it’s Latin,” 
answered Michael. 

“But don’t you think’’ suggested 
Robin, ‘‘that the ANA would translate 
the Latin on the coins so you would 
know what you have?’’ 

“Yes, but their translation would be 
only partial. | would want to know all 
about the Roman coins | get. But more 
important, there is an unwritten rule 
in numismatics that states that one 
should be able to read and understand 
everything on the coins that one col- 
lects. This is one of the beauties of col- 
lecting coins. And without a 
knowledge of Latin, how am | going to 
satisfy this unwritten rule?’’ 

Michael had come up with a sound

was tenacious and wasn’t about to 
give up. ‘(Don’t you suppose that the

ANA knows the importance of young 
people being able to read some Latin, 
and they just might come up with a 
crash course in reading Roman 
coins?” 

‘Nuff said, Robin. You are now 
about to start this crash course in 
reading Roman coins. When you are 
through, will you be able to read all 
Roman coins? Indeed not. But you 
will be able to read many of the 4th 
century Roman coins that constitute 
the bulk of coins earned in the RCP. 
(In all, you will earn four Roman coins 
and four Byzantine coins. A future 
issue of First Strike will discuss the 
reading of Byzantine coins.) 

On the obverse (portrait side) of 
figure 1, we probably first observe that 
the legend consists of a continuous set 
of letters not broken into words. Thus 
we find: 

DNCONSTA NSPFAVG 


The wide space shown between A 
and N is not a word space but is the 
space occupied by the upper portion 
of the emperor's head. 


Constans 


From experience we separate the 
words and abbreviations as follows: 


D. N. CONSTANS P. F. AVG. 
Translating: 


D = Dominus = Lord 
N = Noster = Our 


Thus, Our Lord, a polite way to refer 
to an emperor, but not an official title. 

CONSTANS was the youngest of 
three sons born to Fausta, the second 
wife of Constantine the Great. Con- 
stans was born around A.D. 320, was 
Caeser (a learning position for even- 
tually becoming an augustus, the 
highest rank in the Roman Empire) 
from A.D. 333 to 337, and emperor 
from A.D. 337 to 350. He was killed 
by the usurper Magnentius in A.D. 
350. Brother Constantuis Il avenged 
Constans’ death in A.D. 353. 


P = Pontifex = Priest 
F = Felix = Happy, contented 

A happy or contented priest is a 
literal translation, but it really means 
the highest priest, the head of the 
Roman religion. Sometimes one sees: 
PM, or Pontifex Maximus, which is 
more descriptive than PF. Sometimes 
PP appears which is unrelated to 
religion. It expands to PATER PATRIA, 
and translates, ‘father of his country.” 
AVG = Augustus = highest rank in 
the Roman empire. 

Here note the use of V instead of U. 
The Latin alphabet has no V. Also 
there is no J. Instead | replaces J. Thus: 

JULIUS = IVLIVS 


Strange but true. 

Now let’s examine the portrait. 
Roman emperors are nearly always 
shown by profile and facing either 
right or left. Constans wears a symbol 
of royalty, sort of a crown with leather 
tassels extending above his neck. This 
is referred to as being ‘“diademed,” 
abbreviated to diad. He wears armor 
over the upper part of his body, called 
“‘cuirassed’’ (pronounced kwi-rassed’) 
and abbreviated cuir. He also wears a 
robe or toga worn by male citizens of 
ancient Rome at the age of 14 as a

token of manhood. This is called be- 
ing ‘‘draped,’’ abbreviated to dr. We 
can now describe our emperor by the 
convenient shorthand of: 


Diad, dr. and cuir. bust, r. 


At some time you will acquire a 
book on Roman coins, and the 
descriptions will be similar to this. If 
you obtain David R. Sear’s Roman 
Coins and their Values, this coin 
number is SR 3873. 

Now let us examine the reverse 
which is much more interesting. The 
legend: 


FEL TEMP REPARATIO 
FEL = FELICITAS = Happiness 
TEMP = TEMPVS = Time 
REPARATIO = Repeat or again 


Thus we can translate the legend as 
‘Happy Times are Here Again.’’ What 
happy times? Probably, in Constans’ 
opinion, the fact that he is the 
augustus. 

The picture, which occupies what is 
called the field, is certainly 
fascinating. Here we see Constans 
standing on the prow of a galley 
which, in this case, we might call ‘the 
ship of state.”’ At the rear of the boat is 
winged victory, seated and guiding 
(not propelling) the galley. The galley 
moves from the man-power of slaves, 
their oars shown just raised above the 
water. Portholes above the oars admit 
fresh air to the galley slaves. Constans 
holds in his left hand a labarum (staff) 
headed by a symbol called a chi rho. 
This is a monogram of the first two let- 
ters of Christ spelled in Greek, thus: 


XPISTOS 
The X is pronounced ‘‘chi”’ 
The P is pronounced “‘rho’’ and 
is the forerunner of our R 


This monogram, also called a 
Christogram, could be thought of as 
the logo of the early Christians. 

Since Constans’ father, Constantine, 
was the first Christian emperor, Con- 
stans was brought up as a Christian, as 
evidenced by this coin. But note what 
he holds in his left hand: the Phoenix 
bird, a good luck charm from Egypt. 
This mythological bird supposedly 
lived for about 500 years, then self- 
destructed by burning to ashes, and 
finally rose from these ashes to 
become the Phoenix bird again and 
go through another 500-year cycle. 

What does all this tell us? We see 
Constans, a Christian emperor, 
operating under Jesus Christ. But if 
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everything doesn’t come out the way 
he would like, he has the good luck 
Phoenix bird to fall back on. Constans 
probably felt that he had the best of 
two conflicting worlds this way. 

At the bottom of the coin, called the 
exergue, are the letters RS. R stands 
for the Rome mint. However the 
Rome mint is also identified as RM, 
ROMA, ROMOB, SMR, VRB, ROM. 
The Rome mint was closed the same 
year that Rome fell, A.D. 476. 

The larger mints were often divided 
into areas called ‘‘workrooms.”’ Thus: 
First = primo = P 
Second = secundo = § 

Third = tercio = T, etc/ 
(sometimes by the Greek 
alphabet, A,B, etc.) 

The S that follows the R is for the sec- 

ond workroom of the Rome mint. 

There still remains that fancy B in 
the field at 9 o’clock. Unfortunately 
authorities are not certain of its mean- 
ing. One suggestion is that it is the in- 
itial of the chap who was in charge of 
the workroom. Or it could be the 
period of production, in this case the 
second period. Your guess could be as 
good as any. 

Now let us apply what we have 
learned plus acquire a few new bits of 
knowledge by referring to figure 2. 
Separating the letters: 


D.N. THEODOSIVS P. F. AVG. 


Our only new item here is the 
emperor Theodosius |, A.D. 379-395. 
Theodosius secured his nitch in 
history by making Christianity the of- 
ficial religion of the Roman Empire, 
and making it illegal to worship the 
old Roman gods. His profile bust may 
be described as: 


Diad., dr. and cuir. bust r. 


The reverse legend reads: 
VIRTVS EXERCIT 


Literally this translates ‘’Virtue of the 
army,” but a better translation prob- 
ably is ‘‘strength of the army.’” And 
that is what this coin is all about. Note 
that a soldier—maybe Theodosius 
himself—holding a labarum (staff) and 
a ball, is using his left foot to hold 
down a captive. Although this coin 
circulated throughout the empire, its 
greatest numbers were in the areas of 
the most recent conquests or subjuga- 
tions. There the natives were daily 
reminded of the ‘Strength of the 
Roman soldier.’ 

To the left in the field is a symbol 
that is called a modified chi rho, or, 
better, a cross rho. Prior to this time 
period, Christian symbols were in the 
minority on coins. However, starting 
with Theodosius, Christian symbolism 
appeared on most coins. In fact, coin 
#4, earned for completing the Basic 
Numismatic Correspondence Course, 
is quite similar to this coin of 
Theodosius, though smaller. In the ex- 
ergue (bottom) are the letters: 


CONSA 


CONS stands for the Constantinople 
mint. Other ways to show Constan- 
tinople are: C, CP, CON, CONSP, 
CONOB. The A stands for the first 
workroom. The Constantinople mint 
started production in A.D. 326, the 
same year that Constantine began the 
reconstruction of the old city of 
Byzantium which was to become the 
eastern capital of the Roman Empire 
and later the capital of the Byzantine 
Empire, and ceased production in 
1453, the year that Constantinople fell 
to the Ottoman Turks. Sear identifies 
this coin as SR 4084. 


Figure 2: Theodosius shows his power over the barbarians by holding a captive down 
with his foot, all the time operating under Jesus Christ. (Coin awarded under RCP.) 
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Now let us examine figure 3. The 
legend reads: 

AELFLAC CILLAAVG 
expands AEL. FLACCILLA AVG 
translates Aelia Flaccilla, 
Augusta (feminine of Augustus) 

Aelia Flaccilla, a very devout Chris- 
tian, was the first wife of Theodosius |. 
From the coin she may be described 


as: 
Dr. bust r., with elaborate head- 
dress and necklace. 


The reverse legend is: 
SALVS REIPVBLICAE 


and translates ‘Salvation of the 


Republic.” 

And what is the ‘Salvation of the 
Republic?” Christianity, as evidenced 
by the chi rho, also called a 
Christogram, inscribed on a shield set 
on a cippus (stand). Winged Victory, 
seated right, is inscribing the chi rho 
on the shield. 

The exergue reads:

CON 
This stands for Constantinople mint. 


This coin can also be earned in the 
RCP. To receive a Roman Coin Re- 
quest Form, write me at 6201 Adiron- 
dack, Amarillo, TX 79106. 

One final note: observe that coin 
denominations are usually not given. 
Reason: the changes in the bronze 
coinage of the late Roman Empire are 
many and little is known about the 
names of the denomination. So, 
David R. Sear has come up with the 
following classification table. The AE 
stands for bronze, a compound con- 
sisting mostly of copper and a small 
amount of tin. 

AE 1 =from 25 millimetres diameter 

AE 2=from 21 millimetres diameter 

AE 3 =from 17 millimetres diameter 

AE 4=from 17 millimetres diameter 

Figures 2 and 3 all measure from 21 
to 25 mm, and are therefore both AE 
2. Figure 1 is a centenionalis. It might 
also be called an AE 2. 

Okay. You are now a true student of 
ancient numismatics. You may call 
yourself a numismatist. And so long as 
you study coins you retain this title, 
presumably for life. .

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Exhibiting: 


How and Why 


By following a few basic rules, 
you can create award-winning exhibits 
that showcase your collection. 


When you first started collecting 
coins, you probably wanted to show 
off every new acquisition to all your 
friends and family, regardless of 
whether or not they were interested. 
Now you can have the chance to 
“show off’ part of your collection, 
and win awards while doing so. 

Exhibiting is a great way to share the 
knowledge you have gained as a col- 
lector. Setting up a display at a coin 
show, local library, or school allows 
you to showcase your collection 
while getting others interested in 
numismatics at the same time. There’s 
also a special feeling of pride watch- 
ing people learn from your exhibit, or 
accepting an award for your exhibit. It 


was extremely rewarding, personally, . 


to be named the recipient of the 
Charles H. Wolfe YN Best-of-Show 
award at the 1988 ANA convention in 
Cincinnati. 

The next step is deciding what to ex- 
hibit. Anything that you find inter- 
esting Is an appropriate topic. My ex- 
hibits have included a set of wartime 
Jefferson nickels, a common proof 
coin from Panama, New York City 
subway tokens, and even Disney 
dollars. A winning exhibit does not 
have to contain rare or valuable coins. 
At the 1986 ANA convention, an ex- 
hibit featuring Susan B. Anthony 
dollars won the YN _ Best-of-Show 
award. In short, if you collect, you can 
exhibit. 

Creating an award-winning exhibit 
means acquainting yourself with some 
basic ruies. This article will acquaint 
you with exhibiting, the ANA judging 
standards, and how to build a suc- 
cessful exhibit. 

In competition, YN and adult exhib- 


its are displayed side by side, judged 
with the same standards, and some- 
times hard to tell apart. However, YNs

compete against fellow YNs, separate 


from adults. While many different 
judging standards exist, the official 
ANA standards are most widely used. 
Exhibit applications usually state what 
standards are used.

The ANA standards are based on 
five categories, some of which are 
sub-divided even further. The max- 
imum point total possible is 100. The 
following is a list of the ANA judging 
standards, the points per standard, 
clarification of the standards, and tips 
on how to get the most points possible 
in each category. 


NUMISMATIC 
INFORMATION—35 points 


Title—5 points 


Title should be prominent enough 
to been seen immediately. There 
should be a general statement about 
the exhibit which tells the viewer 
what the exhibit is trying to show. 


The exhibit title should be the first 
thing that a person sees. It should be 
specific to what is in the display. A 
small collection of foreign coins 
should not be called ‘Coins of the 
World” since this title is much too 
general. Good qualifiers are ‘‘A Selec- 
tion of...’ and ‘‘My Collection of...” 
However, if you use either of these as 
a title, explain how you chose or ac 
quired the selection. 

The title should be separate from 
the information you provide, in large 
enough letters to be seen immediate- 
ly. Plastic letters (glued to a backing to 
prevent them from moving around), 
an engraved sign, or a neatly hand- 
written title are all appropriate. The 
title does not have to be fancy or 
catchy, but does have to be accurate, 
for it is judged in other categories as 
well. 


Basic Numismatic Information— 
15 points 

Descriptions of specimens should 
be clear and concise. Details supplied 
should be adequate for the viewer to 
gain a full understanding and ap- 
preciation of the individual spec- 
imens as collector objects. 

All items in the exhibit should be 
described: what they are, their 
denomination, size, date, mintmark, 
and composition. You should also 
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translate the legends, describe the 
portraits on the coin, and explain their 
significance to the issue. While this in- 
formation does not have to be located 
directly next to the coin, it helps. If it 
is not, clear indications of what is be- 
ing described where should be pro- 
vided. 


Special Numismatic 
Information—15 points 

Interesting biographical, historical, 
geographical, and _ heraldic  back- 
ground details. This phase should 
balance, not dominate the exhibit. 
Degree of satisfaction to a _ non- 
numismatist. 

All items in the exhibit should be 
described to make them interesting to 
a non-numismatist. This is your oppor- 
tunity to use what you learned in 
school to describe the material, along 
with a chance to share your independ- 
ent research about the material ex- 
hibited. 


PRESENTATION—30 points 
Creativity and Originality—10 points 
Personal judgement, pure and sim- 


ple. 

This is the section where an unusual 
topic or a novel approach to present- 
ing the information is rewarded. The 
more time spent brainstorming, the 
more it will pay off. 

In general, an exhibit that has a 
neat, ‘‘crisp’’ overall appearance will 
get good marks on this standard. But 
remember, the score is up to the 
judge, and scores could vary greatly 
on one exhibit (recently, | received 
scores of 7, 7, and 3 on the same ex- 
hibit). If an exhibit does not get good 
scores the first time, try another ap- 
proach next time. 


Attractiveness—10 points 


Color harmony, arrangement. of 
parts should create a generally pleas- 
ing display. Points awarded on degree 
of achievement of this effect. 


Opinions on what will get you good 
scores vary greatly. Some people say 
that red is a distracting color for a 
background. Others say that they have 
won best-of-show with a _ red 
background. Whatever color scheme 
you use, make sure that the text can 
be read easily. 

Neatness is also very important. Do 
not crowd too many items in one 
case. Spread them out; use an extra 


case if needed. 

Another subject of dispute is wheth- 
er or not to use a colored border 
around the text. This is simply per- 
sonal choice; the effect on the score is 
minimal. 

Other ideas include placing the 
coins on “‘‘platforms’’ to make them 
Stand out from the background (if you 
do this, be sure they will not fall off 
during the time your exhibit is on 
display), and using a background 
material that will not reflect light or 
take attention away from the display 
itself. 


Balance—10 points 


Reiation of specimens, information, 
decoration, and non-numismatic 
items to each other, and to the 
achievement of a pleasing total effect. 


The balance score is determined by 
several factors. Is the exhibit too 
crowded? Distribute the material 
equally throughout the exhibit. Be 
sure to leave enough room around 
every specimen so it cannot be con- 
fused with other items. 

Are the numismatic specimens be- 
ing “drowned out’’ by the decoration? 
Decoration and special information 
make the exhibit look nice, but over- 
doing it can be a liability. Look at the 
exhibit. Do you notice the coins right 
away? If not, rearrange the exhibit. 

It should not be extremely difficult 
to get good scores for balance. Yet, 
like creativity and originality, the 
scores can vary widely for one exhibit. 


COMPLETENESS—15 points 


Completeness of exhibit material as 
it relates to the scope to be deter- 
mined from the title of the exhibit or 
other data in the first case of the ex- 
hibit. 

Completeness is the category where 
the title is the most important. A full 
score can be achieved only if the ex- 
hibit contains all of the material that 
was described in the title. 

If your exhibit features the proof 
dollar coins issued by the U.S. in the 
1980s, you must signify in the title 
that you will only have the proof 
specimens of the coins. ‘‘Proof U.S. 
Dollars of the 1980s’’ would be a 
good title to use for this exhibit. If 
necessary, denote exceptions or use 
dates and mintmarks in the title, to fur- 
ther clarify what you are exhibiting. 

Since completeness is one of the 


most important standards, be sure that 
the title explains exactly what the ex- 
hibit is supposed to show. 


CONDITION—10 points 


For maximum credit, the material 
exhibited should be the best that is 
reasonably available to the collector. 
The exhibitor may make a statement 
about individual items or the overall 
exhibit. (Note: Proof is not a grade or 
condition, but represents a method of 
manufacture.) 


Try to get the highest grade coin, 
within your price range, for your ex- 
hibit. Since this standard does not 
count for that much, it will usually not 
make a difference in terms of awards. 
Do not let a coin in a poor condition 
deter you from exhibiting it. 

If, for some reason, there is no way 
to acquire a certain specimen (like an 
1877 Indian Head cent), or one in a 
decent condition, let the judges know 
why. Tell them that the coin is ex- 
tremely rare, or (in the case of some 
old tokens or coins) that most 
specimens have been melted and sold 
for scrap. Most importantly, never, 
under any circumstances, clean your 
coins for use in your exhibit. Not only 
will this damage the coins, but lower 
your scores as well. 


RARITY—10 points 


The rarity of a coin is judged by the 
number of like coins believed to exist. 
(Note: Selling price is not necessarily 
a yardstick of rarity.) 


Do not let this standard get you 
down. Like condition, the point value 
is relatively low. Also remember that 
most beginning collectors will not be 
able to obtain extremely rare coins, so 
the scores for all exhibitors generally 
average out. 


By following these tips, anyone can 
create an exhibit that may be an 
award winner. Most important, 
however, is the fact that you are ex- 
hibiting. 

The best advice that can be given to 
a prospective exhibitor is to go ahead 
and exhibit. Many people are willing 
to help and make recommendations. 
Take the judges’ comments and use 
them. Before you know it, you may be 
stepping forward to receive a first 
place award for an exhibit you 
created. :

Trade Dollars 


Inexpensive, informative, and 
individualized—these tokens offer 
numismatists another collecting avenue. 


Collecting Canadian municipal 
trade dollars is an inexpensive hobby 
with lots of new issues each year. The 
pieces are large, varying in size from 
that of a U.S. 50-cent piece to a silver 
dollar (33-39 mm). The designs reflect 
the issuing municipality and its life, 
culture, economy, buildings, history, 
and famous citizens. The pieces have 
a face value of $1.00 or $2.00 and are 
available at face value plus postage 
from each issuing community. Several 
dealers also supply current pieces an- 
nually on a subscription basis. 

A trade dollar can be defined as a 
community or municipal token, spon- 
sored by a local authority and given 
legal monetary exchange value within 
a limited area for a determined time 
period. These tokens are redeemable 
at participating merchants and banks 
in the issuing municipality. They are 
sponsored by a non-profit community 
organization such as a Chamber of 
Commerce, Board of Trade, Service 
Club, Centennial Committee, Festival 
Committee, Museum, etc. and made 
legal tender by a mayoral or council 
decree. The period during which an 
issue of trade dollars is valid varies 
from one week to one calendar year, 
with the expiration date stated on 
each piece. 

Over 1000 different municipal trade 
dollars have been issued by 338 Cana- 
dian communities since the first one 
in 1958. During 1988, there were 47 
designs issued. Of these, 88 percent 
were struck on 33 mm (1 1/4 inches) 
nickel-bonded steel (nickel color) and 
also aureate steel (gold color) blanks 
by Sherritt Mint, Fort Saskatchewan, 
Alberta. Two other Canadian 
manufacturers struck the remaining 
issues on blanks from 33-39 mm in 
nickel, nickel-silver, copper, brass, 
and antiqued silver-plated copper. 
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Small amounts of gold-plated, bronze- 
plated, pure silver, and pure gold 
specimens are occasionally struck and

Mintages for each issue range from 
2,000 to 50,000, with most being in 
the 5,000 to 25,000 range.

lecting trade dollars. The collector 
learns more about the cities and towns 
in Canada, grading is not an important 
factor, and the tokens are relatively in- 
expensive. This is a popular hobby 
with collectors of all ages in both 
Canada and the United States. 
Because of their varied designs, Cana- 
dian municipal trade dollars can make 
interesting and often prize-winning 
exhibits at any coin show. 
A trade dollar collection can be ar-

e by theme or design, such as 
festivals, sporting events, an- 
niversaries, etc.

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The Summer That 
Changed the World 


Numismatic and Otherwise 


Little did anyone know that two shots 
fired 75 years ago would have such 
an impact on the world in general 
and numismatics in particular. 


At approximately 11 a.m. on June 
28, 1914, in Sarajevo, Bosnia, a 
19-year-old student named Gavrilo 
Princip stepped from a crowd and 
fired two shots into an open car, kill- 
ing the heir to the throne of Austria- 
Hungary, Franz Ferdinand, and his 
wife, Sophie. This event prompted the 
end of an era in European history and 
the beginning of World War I. 

A great deal of uncertainty sur- 
rounded the parties involved, so it 
was not until July 24 that Austria sent

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an ultimatum to Serbia. Obviously

by the Serbians, who offered little 
more than an evasive reply. The result 
was a declaration of war on July 28 by 
Austria-Hungary. By August 4, Ger- 
many had declared war on Belgium 
and Great Britain in turn went to war 
against Germany. 


Germany and 
German States 


As it became apparent that the war 
was to last more than a month, many 
changes began to take place in the 
participating countries—not the least 
of these being monetary. Take Ger- 
many for example. As the war pro- 
gressed, coins made of copper and 
copper-nickel began to be made of 
aluminum, iron, and zinc. 

During the period of the German 
Empire (1871-1918), there had been 
25 different German states and cities 
minting their own coins in gold and 
silver. These states were: Anhalt, 
Baden, Bavaria, Bremen, Brunswick, 
Hamburg, Hesse, Lippe-Detmold, 
Lubeck, Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz, Oldenburg, 
Prussia, Reuss-Greiz, Reuss-Schleiz, 
Saxony, Saxe-Altenburg, Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha, Saxe-Meiningen, 
Saxe-Weimar, Schaumburg-Lippe, 
Schwarzburg-Rudolstadt, Schwarz- 
burg-Sonderhausen, Waldeck- 
Pyrmont and Wurttemberg. 

During the war, production was 
severely limited. Allowing for the fact 
that many 1914-dated coins may have 
been minted prior to the war, only 14 
German state issues were produced 
during the war. They include: 
Baden—1915—3 marks—regular 
issue; Bavaria—1918—3marks— 
Golden Wedding; Brunswick— 
1915—3 and 5 marks—Wedding 
& Accession; Hesse—1917—3 
marks—25th Year of Reign; 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin—1915—3 
and 5 marks—100th Year of Grand 
Duchy; Prussia—1915—20 marks— 
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1915, 5 marks. Mecklenburg-Schwerin. 100th Anniversary of the Grand Duchy. 


regular issue and 1915—3 marks— 
Mansfeld Commem; Saxony—1917— 
3 marks—400th Year of Reformation; 
Saxe-Meiningen—1915—2 and 3 
marks—Death of the Duke; Saxe- 
Weimar—1915—3 marks—100th 
Year of Grand Duchy; Wurttemberg— 
1916—3 marks—25th Year of Reign. 
Germany also issued occupation 
coins for Luxembourg, Belgium, and 
Poland. 

Starting July 31, 1914, emergency 
monies (notgeld) were issued, ap- 
parently first in anticipation of the 
hoarding of precious metals, and later 
because some metals were used for 
war purposes. These monies were 
made from paper, oil cloth, porcelain, 
base metals, stamps, and occasional 
precious metals. 


Austria-Hungary 
Austria-Hungary also had a com- 
plicated monetary situation because 
of the various countries involved in 
the Empire. Due to the long reign of 
Emperor Franz Josef, monetary 


systems had been changed in 1892 in 
The newly 


both countries. im- 


plemented Corona/Korona system 
was used through the war until the fall 
of the Austrian Empire. Upon the 
death of Franz Joseph in 1916, Karl | 
succeeded him. The only portrait of 
the new ruler during his two-year 
reign was on the 1918 20 Korona of 
Hungary. 

Austria also issued occupation coins 
for Poland and was a fairly large issuer 
of emergency monies (notgeld). 


Great Britain 


The principal monetary change ex- 
perienced by the British Empire dur- 
ing the war was the use of colonial 
mints for the striking of gold coins. 
Mints used included: Ottawa, Canada 
(C mintmark), 1914-1919 sovereigns 
(no 1915); Bombay, India (I mint- 
mark), 1918 sovereigns; Mel- 
bourne, Australia (M mintmark), 
1914-1919 sovereigns, 1915 1/2 sov- 
ereigns; Perth, Australia (P mintmark), 


1914-1919 sovereigns, 1915 and 
1919 1/2 sovereigns; Sydney, 
Australia (S_ mintmark), 1914-1919 
sovereigns, 1914-1916 1/2  sover- 
eigns. 


August 3, 1914, 1 mark. Kolmar-Posen, Germany. Notgeld issued the day Germany 


declared war on France. 


Countries Lost to the War 


At the end of the war, countries that 
had previously been issuing Currency 
no longer existed in their independent 
state. Two countries from the Balkans 
that were lost to the war were Serbia 
and Montenegro, surviving as districts

in the new country of Yugoslavia. The 
last king of Serbia became the first 
king of Yugoslavia. 

An entire empire lost to the war was 
the Ottoman Empire. Nearly all of its 
European land was lost and all of the 
African territories. A large percentage 
of the Asiatic territories were taken 
and made into new countries. 

All overseas colonies belonging to 
Germany were taken away and given 
to other countries—in Africa: Cam- 
eroons, German Southwest Africa, 
Togo, and German East Africa; in Asia: 
Kiao Chau; in the South Pacific: Ger- 
man New Guinea and Western 
Samoa.

New Countries After the War 


Many new countries emerged after 
the war, almost all becoming coin 
issuers—from Russia: Finland, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Estonia, and Poland; from 
Austria-Hungary: Czechoslovakia and 
part of Yugoslavia; from Ottoman Em- 
pire: Albania, part of Yugoslavia and 
Greece, Egypt, Palestine, Lebanon, 
Syria, Iraq, Tunisia, and parts of Libya. 


Conclusion 


On that summer day in Sarajevo, 
Gavrilo Princip could not have im- 
agined the impact that his actions 
would have on the history of the 
world—numismatic and otherwise.

The following is a brief report on the 
results of the Texas Numismatic 
Association’s (TNA) Bronze Medal 
Project. The project began on January 
2, 1988, and concluded on December 
31, 1988. “The objective of the proj- 
ect was to keep our Young Numis- 
matists involved in numismatics and 
to promote the TNA medals,” states 
Medal Officer Frank Galindo. 

The YNs were given a list of eight 
different activities to complete within 
12 months. These included writing a 
numismatic article, exhibiting at a 
coin show, participating in National 
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Coin Week, presenting a numismatic 
program, recruiting a YN, etc. Seven- 
teen YNs participated in the project. 
Six Texas Sesquicentennial silver 
medals featuring the Alamo were 
awarded to YNs who completed all 
the requirements of the TNA Bronze 
Medal Project. Each time a YN com- 
pleted an activity, he or she received 
two different bronze medals and a 
bonus gift. There was a total of 16 dif- 
ferent bronze medals earned by the 
YNs who participated in the project. 
Coin dealers who are members of 
TNA donated coins, books, tokens, 


and related numismatic items to be 
given to YNs as bonus gifts, in addi- 
tion to the bronze medals. 

YNs who completed all of the re- 
quirements of the Bronze Medal Proj- 
ect and earned their Texas Ses- 
quicentennial silver medal were the 
following: Heather Grubb, San An- 
tonio, TX; Ana Luisa Ortiz, San Juan, 
Puerto Rico; Jeff Hurt, Sundown, TX; 
and Anthony Fischer, Kwan Shek, and 
Darren Davis, Sugarland, TX. 

The following are the other YNs 
who participated in the project: Mike 
Ege, Longview, TX; Jill St. James, 
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Houston, TX; Blake Clampffer, Todd 
Clampffer, Keith Marrero, Analyse 
Davis, Christina Burleson, Kathlyn, 
Burleson, Russell Terral, Spencer 
Childers, and Jeannie Gies of 
Sugarland, TX. 

The YNs earned a total of 164 TNA 
medals, of which six were silver and 
158 were bronze. 


Six interns have been selected for 
the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion’s Numismatic and Museum In- 
ternship programs, and they are 
scheduled to begin work in June. 

Dan Vollmer, 20, of Maurice, Loui- 
siana, and Aaron Burdick, 20, of Eden, 
New York, were selected for the 
Numismatic Internship program and 
will begin their summer work on June 
T9.. These two young numismatists 
will be working in all facets of the 
ANA throughout the summer, and will 
be attending classes at the Summer 
Seminar July 9-15.

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The World’s First 
Emergency Money 


Bells, tableware, and even leather— 
all have served as the base for money 
substitutes during times of crisis. 


My first experience with any kind of 


emergency money occurred as a very 
normal event during the troubled days 
of the second World War in 1943. 
The war effort had changed many 
aspects of everyday life, and we had 
all come to accept shortages and 
substitutes on the homefront. It was a 


way of participating in the war effort 
for those of us who were too young or 
otherwise unable to serve in any other 


way. Even so, the thought of using a 


new kind of money in place of our 
of great 


traditional coins was 
significance to everyone. 

The 1943 zinc-coated steel cents 
are what stand out most vividly in my 
memory. They are true emergency 


coinage, and one of very few ever 


used in this country. Beyond that, they 
look so different from the normal 
bronze cents that everyone takes 
notice of them, whether or not stop- 
ping to reflect on their significance as 
a very real part of American history. 
The other forms of emergency money 
that were issued about the same time 


all had the look of normal coins or 


paper money and were hardly noticed 
by the average user. The “silver’’

nickels and overprinted currency 
seemed ordinary, but the steel cents 
were always a topic of conversation

when first seen by the public. 

Over a billion of the steel cents 
were produced and placed in circula- 
tion during 1943. The reason for them 
was made known to everyone in an 
effort to make them acceptable 
despite the inconvenience of using 
something that could easily be 
mistaken for a dime. The fact that cop- 
per was needed for shell cases was 
easy to understand and accept. We 
were all turning in our old aluminum 
pots, tin cans, paper, and rubber tires, 
so the thought of giving up copper in 
any form was only natural. This was 
an emergency. There was a war going 
on, and we all had to help in every 
possible way. 

Here in the United States we are for- 
tunate that the experiment with 
emergency money during the second 
World War has been the only time 
such extreme measures have become 


Helping to win the war by conserving copper, the 1943 zinc-coated steel cents were our 


necessary to keep the economy in 
order. There have been other trying 
times of course. During the Civil War, 
for instance, there was such a shortage 
of small change that tokens were 
issued by hundreds of private 
businesses, and more recently our en- 
tire coinage system has been revised 
to eliminate silver. These are major 
events with long lasting effects, but 
they probably do not qualify as 
emergency issues because they were 
not an expedient ‘‘quick fix’’ made by 
the government as a temporary means 
of correcting an abnormal situation. 

Emergency money, by numismatic 
definition, is something made to fill a 
temporary emergency need as a 
substitute for traditional government 
money. It usually looks and is quite 
different than the normal money that 
it replaces. The reason for the substitu- 
tion is most often because of war, or 
some major interruption in the supply 
of materials needed for production of 
a country’s normal money. In a few in- 
stances some coinages have never 
gone back to their original form, but 
in most cases the remedy is only tem- 
porary, and true emergency money Is 
intended for circulation only under 
abnormal conditions. 

Some of the many items included in 
the category of emergency money are 
known as notgeld (German inflation 
money), siege pieces (made during a 
battle), provisional paper money and 
coinage, and some private scrip and 
tokens. To qualify for the term the 
piece in question must be produced 
during a period of stress when the 
authorities, who customarily and 
legitimately provide the public with 
ordinary currency, cannot do so. As 
such, we have indeed been fortunate 
that in this country we have escaped 
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with only a few emergency issues on 
our numismatic record. Other coun- 
tries have not been so lucky. 

A typical and well known issue of 
necessity money was that issued in 
Ireland in 1689 and 1690. It was 
originally called ‘Brass Money,’ but 
later became known as ‘Gunmoney.’ 
The coinage was ordered by King 
James II after he fled from England to 
Ireland to continue his struggle for the 
throne. Having insufficient funds to 
proceed with the war, a plan was 
devised to issue official base metal 
token coins which would be ex- 
changed for silver after the war was 
won. The coins were made of brass 
from old cannons, bells, and other 
scrap metal. The most unusual feature 
about these pieces is that they are in- 
scribed with the month as well as the 
year in which they were made, so that 
they could be redeemed in stages over 
a period of time after the war. 

The first issue of these coins in 1689 
consisted of halfcrowns, shillings, and 
sixpences, but as stocks of metal 
diminished, the sizes of halfcrowns 
and shillings were reduced and the 
old halfcrowns were restruck as 


crowns. The gunmetal coins became 
increasingly unpopular and when 
William Ill seized the Dublin mint 
they were reduced to their metal 
they were 


value, and in 1691 


James II issued debased “gunmetal” coins 
in an attempt to re-establish his throne. 
This halfcrown (reverse shown, top) dated 
Sep. 1689 was to be redeemed in a similar 
month at a later date. When the supply of 
scrap metal ran low, these coins were 
restamped into crown pieces. The 1690 
crown (obverse shown, bottom) clearly 
shows the old halfcrown design 
underneath the new image. 


demonetized. Fortunately for collec- 
tors, for this reason they are relatively 
common today. 


Another popular and well known 
instance of emergency coinage pro- 
duced what is probably the first issue 
of paper money in Europe. The event 
occurred in 1574 during the siege of 
the city of Leyden in Holland. The city 
was Cut off by the Spanish army and 
eventually the Dutch ran out of silver 


During the Dutch Wars of Independence, 
emergency coins were made from the 
compressed pages of prayer books. This 
paper five sols coin is dated 1574. 


to make their coins. In an unusual 
emergency effort, strange paper coins 
were made out of pressed paper 
struck with coinage dies, thus produc- 
ing official paper coins for the first 
and, as far as | know, only time ever. 
Other strange and noteworthy 
emergency issues were made in cities 
such as Juliers (Switzerland) in 1610, 
and Landau (France) in 1702, where 
silver tableware was cut into small 
pieces and stamped with official mark- 
ings to allow it to pass as currency. 
Surviving specimens of this unusual 
money can easily be identified as hav- 
ing originally been parts of a plate or 
spoon before being cut into pieces. 
There is also a_ slightly more 
developed form of siege money that is 
known as klippe coins. These too are 
struck on odd shaped pieces of silver, 
but in a more finished manner, and 
generally on a square blank. The term 
probably comes from the Swedish 
word klippa, meaning to clip or cut 
with shears. Such pieces must be 
distinguished from ordinary square 
coins where the shape is merely part 
of a series of square or odd shaped 
coins. The klippe is a piece that has 


been made out of necessity, usually at 
a time of distress when there was an 
urgent need for coinage and insuffi- 
cient time to make round planchets. 
Such coins are frequently the only 
Square ones in an otherwise round 
coinage series. 

Klippes are best known in Germany 
and the Low Countries where they 
were produced during wars and in 
times of siege from about the 16th 
through the 18th centuries. A typical 
piece is shown here to illustrate the 
general style. This coin was made in 
the German city of Ulm in 1704 and is 
struck with round coinage dies on 
both sides. Long plagued by religious 
and political wars, Ulm may forever 
be remembered as the birthplace of 
Albert Einstein. 

The wars and events that have been 
responsible for countless issues of 
emergency money go back to the very 
beginnings of coins and probably 
resulted in just about everything im- 
aginable being used as a substitute for 
coin of the realm. Nicephorus, the 
Byzantine emperor wrote that his 
predecessor Constantine so depleted 
the treasury during the siege of Con- 
stantinople in 743 that he issued 
leather solidi to the merchants who 
supplied his troops, promising to 
redeem them later, which in due

course he did. In a similar incident it is 
alleged that the Spartans and the Car- 
thaginians issued Numa made of 
leather and bark. Unfortunately these 
fragile materials cannot survive the 
ravages of time, and we have no way 
to verifying such accounts. 

Where then did the world’s first 
emergency money originate? We may 
never know for sure, because the 
substitute used may not have survived 
and the incident may well have gone 
unrecorded in history. There is, 
however, one well documented event 
that is very likely the first occurrence 
of a classic emergency money, and 
may stand forever as the beginning of 
a custom that has not only enriched 
the study of numismatics, but one that 
has documented the history of wars 
and coinage in many societies. 

The events that led to the first 
emergency money began when the 
prosperity of Athens during the age of 
Pericles sparked an intense jealousy 
by her sister states. Silver had been 
discovered at Laurium, 20 miles south 
of Athens, in 483 B.C. In the resulting 
silver rush many Athenian citizens 
became very wealthy. The govern-

ment’s share from the mine added 
millions to the public coffers and in a 
unique reverse tax the citizens were 
given money rather than having to 
pay. 

From the jealousy arose a long 
struggle known as the Peloponnesian 


War. The immediate cause of conflict 
was the help given by Athens of Cor- 
cyra in a war against Corinth. Corinth 
then enlisted Megara and Sparta on 
her side and declared war against 
Athens in 431 B.C. When the Spartans 
occupied Decelea in 413 B.C. they 
struck a threefold blow at Athens. 
They stopped her peasantry from 
cultivating the soil, they cut off her 
land communications with Euboea 
and the north, and they threatened the 
mining district, striking at the very 
“sinews of war.’’ Athens strove to 
avert an actual attack upon the district 
by erecting a long wall, but all to no 
avail because Athens eventually lost 
her silver. 

The enormous issue of silver 
tetradrachms minted from Laurium 
silver (the famous Owls of Athens) 
were soon depleted. The money had 
been spent on grandiose building 
projects such as the Parthenon and 
later to cover the costs of the 
disasterous Peloponnesian War, 
which in the end brought financial 
ruin for the Athenian state. What re- 
mained was a need for some kind of 
money to rebuild and carry on the 
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First Strike 


glory of Athens. As an expediency, an 
emergency coinage was issued in 
407-406 B.C. made from metal ob- 
tained by melting down the gold 
statues of Nike in the Parthenon. In 
the years that followed, this type of 
coinage, known as a half stater, was 
continued as a traditional coin, 
though perhaps seen as a com- 
memorative issue. During this period 
of stress Athens also produced a 
remarkable series of silver plated 
bronze tetradrachms which continued 
to be made until 393 B.C. when the 
usual silver coins were resumed. 


Plated coins were not unheard of in 
the ancient world. Many of the 
counterfeit coins of that day were 
made by either plating a core of base 
metal, or by wrapping a disk of base 
metal in silver prior to striking. Such 
pieces are called fourr’ee or subaerati 
by numismatists, and refer to plated 
coins, genuine or false. In fabric, the 
coins are not at all unlike our present 
sandwich coins with an outer layer of 
metal covering a copper core. This 
was the substitute devised by Athens 
to stand-in for her silver coins which 
could no longer be produced from 


What is perhaps the world’s oldest 
emergency money was made for use in 
Athens around 406 B.C. It consisted of a 
base copper core covered with a thin layer 
of silver impressed with the traditional 
“Owl” dies. The debased coinage was 
detested by Athenians who were ac- 
customed to a wealth of good silver coins. 
pure silver. 

The types on the coins resembled 
exactly those on the contemporary 
silver pieces that they replaced. They 
were intended to replace the silver 
issues, and to pass at the same value. 
And they did, for Aristophanes, 
writing in 405 B.C., complained that 
good money was used to pay debts 
abroad, while at home only bad cop- 
per pieces had to suffice. This would 
not have greatly mattered if the supply 
of the new pieces had been restricted, 
but it appears that it was not, for in 
394 B.C. the copper was hurriedly 


declared no longer legal tender, and 
silver alone was to be honored in 
commerce and at the treasury. 

Although the Athenians had no 
choice but to use the plated emergen- 
cy coins, still they resented the 
debasement and felt that they were 
being cheated. Aristophanes in ‘The 
Frogs’’ and other plays makes it plain 
that both gold and silver were either 
hoarded or exported and the plated 
coins formed the mass of the cir- 
culating medium. The mechansim of 
Gresham’s Law—the fact that bad 
coins tend to drive the good out of cir- 
culation because people keep the 
good and pass on the bad—was work- 
ing even then as it does today in every 
two-tier money system. 

One can learn much from collecting 
and studying emergency money and 
the reasons for its use throughout 
history. Fortunately not all such pieces 
are rare or costly, and many of those 
made during the two world wars are 
readily available at low prices. | find 
them all fascinating and never fail to 
reflect on the true meaning of 
something even as commonplace as 
the 1943 steel cent. .

What you really need to know about coins 
ranges from fable to fact. 


New collectors will want to know a 
few things about coins, trivia if you 
will, so that they can be in a position 
to intrigue others with their 
knowledge of the hobby. (It doesn’t 


hurt senior collectors to remind 
themselves periodically of the 
fascinating roots of their hobby 
either.) 


There is a wealth of such informa- 
tion in the field of coin collecting, 
ranging from yarns and fables to 
fascinating minor facts. Here are some 
with which to start your ‘‘trivial pur- 
suit.”” 


—The following eight cities have been 
home to United States’ mints.

—Clad coins were introduced in 1965 
because it was no longer possible to 
produce sufficient coinage from a 
precious metal like silver. The clad 
coin is composed of outer layers (of 
75% copper and 25% nickel) bonded 
to a core of pure copper. This clad 
composition was selected because of 
its electrical properties; it behaves ina 
vending machine just like a silver 
coin. 


—The first United States coin collector 
was a young man named Ned Volkar 
who was born in 1796 and who, in 
1819, decided as something of a lark, 
to attempt to gather the coins that 
were issued in the year of his birth. Ex- 
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periencing difficulty in acquiring 
those coins, he immediately attempt- 
ed to gather as many coins as he

could. His idea captured the en- 
thusiasm of his local area, and the 
hobby spread in the new nation. The 
hobby that was a pastime of only the 
very rich in Europe was established in 
the lower classes in this country, 
where it has remained until events of 
the last few decades have caused it to 
revert to the rich as a medium of in- 
vestment. 

—The famous “pieces of eight’ was 
the only foreign coin recognized as 
legal specie in the United States. This 
Spanish coinage had a significant ef- 
fect on United States coins and ter- 
minology. For example, the coin was 
often divided into eight pieces, called 
reales or bits. Since it was valued 
equivalently to a dollar, a fourth of a 
piece of eight was called “two-bits.” 
Since one bit was 12 1/2 cents, the 
United States minted half cents 
throughout the early 19th century. 
—The coin that shouldn’t have been 
minted was the 1913 Liberty nickel. 
None were authorized to be struck, 
but five were produced by Mint 
employees. These coins are highly 
priced and vigorously sought after. 
Since these coins were not author- 
ized, the government could claim 
them as illegal at any time. 

—All sorts of different things hap- 
pened in the minting of Buffalo 
nickels. The Buffalo appeared with 
only three legs in 1937, with eight 
legs in 1930, and with two legs in 
1935. 


—The half dollar has never been a par- 
ticularly popular coin with con- 
sumers. More Kennedy half dollars 


have been minted than all other half 
dollars combined. 

—‘‘In God We Trust’’ first: appeared 
on a United States coin in 1864 when 
it was enscribed on the two-cent piece 
(this motto wasn’t made the national 
motto of the the United States until 
1956). 

—Our coins have often depicted the 
concept Liberty, but have only once 
depicted Peace (the Peace dollars of 
the 1920s and 1930s). 

—British coinage often used a bust of 
George Washington during the late 
18th century, reflecting the degree of 
sympathy and support that existed in 
England for the American Revolution.

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_—The coin that never was is the 1804 
Bust dollar. Of the 19,000 Bust dollars 
struck in 1804, all were marked 1803. 
That was the last year dollar coins 
were minted prior to 1838. When, in 
the early. 1830s, the government 
wanted samples of coinage for gifts to 
foreign royalty, the Mint used an 1804 
die to create sample dollars. The coins 
minted at that time are considered the 
rarest and most valuable of all United 
States coinage. 

—An accounting error at the San Fran- 
cisco Mint in 1905 caused the 
Superintendent to authorize the pro- 
duction of 24 1905-S dimes to 
balance a $2.40 error on the books. 
The coins had been distributed before 
the error was caught, and the Mint 
realized that the 24 dimes were un- 
necessary. These dimes are now 
worth, on average, $120,000 each. 
—The cents of 1944 and 1945 were 
created from metals melted down 
from recovered military shell cases. 


—No coins with mintmarks were 
minted in the years 1965-1967 
because the Mint thought that collec- 
tors were drawing too many coins 
from circulation and that the absence 
of mintmarked coins would result in 
only half as many coins being re- 
moved for collections. Mintmarks 
returned in 1968. 

—Early coins often had their edges in- 
scribed with the value of the coin. 
This discouraged the common prac- 
tice of scraping slivers from a coin 
and, thus, acquiring rare metals. 


—Benjamin Franklin loathed the eagle 
as a particularly cowardly scavenger 
and did not think it made an ap- 
propriate national symbol for our 
young country. He preferred the 
turkey as a symbol. Franklin’s ideas 
did not always prevail. Could you im- 
agine a coin called the ‘‘double 
turkey?”’ 


—The Indian on the Buffalo nickel 
was designed as a composite of 
features of three great Indian chiefs 
(Sioux Chief Iron Tail for the chin and 
throat, Iroquois Chief John Big Tree 
for the nose, cheek, and lips, and 
Cheyenne Chief Two Moons for the 
eye and forehead). The buffalo was 
modeled after a bison at the New York 
Zoo. 


—The first coin minted under the 
authority of the United States was the 
Fugio cent, often called Franklin cents 
because Benjamin Franklin suggested 
the design. About 400,000 of these 
copper coins were minted, most in 
1788. The motto on the front of the 
coins was ‘‘Mind Your Business.’’ The 
first coins produced by a government 
under the authority of the Constitution 
(ratified in 1789) were the 1792 half- 
dime and dime. These coins were 
fashioned from silver provided by 
President and Mrs. George Wash- 
ington, and Mrs. Washington was the 
model for the bust of Liberty appear- 
ing on the coins. Washington himself 
distributed the coins. 

—A typical bill has an estimated life of 
18 to 24 months before it is worn out 
and recalled. A coin, on the other 
hand, is estimated to last 15 years. 
—The only coin ever officially issued 
by the United States that could not for 
awhile be used as legal tender was the 
Trade dollar of the 1870s. This coin 
was issued with a very high silver con- 
tent to make trading in American 
dollars attractive with the Orient, 
who, up until that time, preferred to 
trade in Mexican coins. When the 
value of silver dropped due to 
speculation and new discoveries of 
the metal, the government was in the 
embarrassing position of having to 
buy back Trade dollars for less than 
$1.00, since their metal content was 
no longer worth their face value. 
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—The Mercury dime is one of those 
coins that has been misnamed. The 
head on the coin is really the head of 
Liberty. The designer of the coin, 
Adolph Weinman, placed the 
customary liberty cap device on the 
coin and placed wings on that cap to 
symbolize soaring intellectual 
freedom. It is the effect of those wings 
that make the Liberty look like the 
Greek god Mercury. 

—There is a special mystique that has 
grown up around the Peace dollar. 
Production of this coin occurred again 
in the 1960s after a 30-year absence. 
Although the Mint maintains that the 
reminting was only an experimenta- 
tion conducted under Presidential 
authorization, and that all the 
specimens (as many as 300,000) were 
melted down, the collecting com- 
munity believes that the coins exist 
and waits for their release. . 
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The Denominational System 
of Early Roman Coins 


Though complex, the Roman system of coin 
denominations is the gateway to 
understanding ancient numismatics. 


The Roman Empire, a government 
and civilization that lasted nearly 500 
years, had a sophisticated system of 
coin denominations. This system, 
from the time of Caesar Augustus (27 
B.C.), to the reforms of the Emperor 
Diocletian (A.D. 294), is the subject of 
this article. 

The standard silver coin issued 
throughout the early Empire was the 
silver denarius. First issued during the 
period of the Roman Republic around 
212 B.C., it eventually became very 
debased. By A.D. 244, it was no 
longer struck with any regularity. 
Common as it was, the denarius was 
not small change. It was probably at 
least a day’s pay for the average 
worker, and had the purchasing

was valued at one half of a denarius. 
This coin was struck on and off 
throughout the early Empire, and was 
generally of lesser fineness than the 
denarius. 

The sestertius, one fourth of a 
denarius, was a substantial coin struck 
in orichalum, a yellowish bronze-like 
metal which today we would refer to 
as ‘‘brass.”” The sestertius was large 
enough so that the die engravers 
could have greater artistic freedom, 
and it was definitely the most

beautiful of the Roman Imperial coins. 
Sestertii were struck during the entire 
early Empire, gradually becoming 
smaller and smaller, though they nor- 
mally remained the largest coins of 
the time. 

The dupondius, half a sestertius or 
an eighth of a denarius, was also 
struck in orichalum. The as, half of a 
dupondius, was virtually the same 
size as the dupondius. The principal 
way to tell them apart was by the 
metal, as the as was struck in bronze, 
darker red than orichalum. Also, from 
the time of Nero, the head of the 
emperor on the dupondius was often 
portrayed wearing a crown with 
radiating ‘‘spikes.’’ 

The semis was half an as, an eighth 
of a sestertius, or 1/32 of a denarius. 
This small coin, usually struck in 
bronze, was issued from the reign of 
Augustus to that of Trajan (A.D. 
98-117). The Emperor Trajan Decius 
(A.D. 249-251), reminded that his 
namesake had been the last to strike 
the semis, brought it back during his 
short reign, although after his death it 
again sank into obscurity. Also in 
Decius’ reign, a new denomination 
was struck, the very large double 
sestertius. It was issued only during 
his reign and that of the Gallic usurper 
Postumus (A.D. 259-268). 

Finally, the bronze quadrans was 
one fourth as, 1/16 sestertius, or 1/64 
denarius. It was struck on and off until 
the time of Antoninus Pius (A.D. 
138-161). It was too small to carry the 
emperor's portrait, and often the main 
device was the letters SC surrounded 
by the emperor’s name. SC stood for 
Senatus Consultus, meaning, at least 
nominally, that the bullion utilized in 
the coin’s production was drawn from 
the public Treasury by authorization 
of the Roman Senate. SC routinely ap- 
peared on the reverses of most bronze 
and orichalum coins of the early em- 
pire. 
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In the reign of the Emperor 
Caracalla (A.D. 198-217), a new silver 
denomination was introduced, one 
that would eventually replace the 
denarius as the standard coin. Valued 


at two denarii, its traditional 
denomination, antoninianus is de- 
rived from Marcus Aurelius An- 


toninus, Caracalla’s official name. 
Even from the start, the coin only had 
as much silver as one and a half 
denarii, and soon it got worse. By 
A.D. 244, it had phased out the 
denarius as the standard coin, and by 
A.D. 270 only two percent of this 
“silver’’ coin was still silver, the other 
98 percent being bronze or other 
alloys. In fact, by this time, any antoni- 
nianii that had much silver at all were 
something of a rarity. 

During the first 200 years of the em- 
pire, several other silver coins were 
also struck. The most important of 
these, called the cistophoric 
tetradrachm, was equal to four Greek 
drachms or three Roman denarii. Its 
name was derived from the Cista 
Mystica (“Magic Chest,” meaning the 
mythological Pandora’s box), which 
was featured on early examples.

Indeed, despite its complicacy, the 
denominational system of the early 
Roman Empire is an interesting and 
exciting gateway into ancient Roman 
numismatics. In some respects, we 
can see in it the precursor of modern 
monetary systems. .

GLOSSARY OF U.S. CURRENCY TERMS 
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Reserve Act of December 23, 1913, 
modern-size (small notes) were first 
issued in 1929, series dated 1928. 
However, what has generated wide- 
spread interest in the collect- 
ing of Federal Reserve $1 Notes is'that 
they were initially printed in 
November 1963. Thus, $1 FRNs have 
been in circulation for a comparative- 
ly short period of time, another impor- 
tant criterion in collecting, namely 
getting on the ‘‘band wagon” as soon 
as possible after the first issue date. 

It is utterly amazing the amount of 
data and information that is printed on 
the obverse of Federal Reserve Notes, 
the majority of which is unknown to 
the average user of our legal currency. 
In many cases, it is the various 
characters and symbols on modern 
FRN currency that establishes its rari- 
ty, collectibility, and ultimate net 
worth as a collectible. 

The following diagram is a 
representation of a $1 Federal Reserve 
Note that identifies the respective 
position of the various characters and 
symbols on modern U.S. currency 
presently in circulation. Both the 
characters and symbols with ap- 
propriate call outs are identified and 
will be explained in the following 
text. 

TYPE OF NOTE—This indicates the 
type of note issued—in this case, 
Federal Reserve Note. Some other ex- 
amples of previously issued type notes 
are silver certificates, United States 
notes, and national currency. 

SERIAL NUMBER (2)—Every note has 
two identical serial numbers. The 
numbers must be adequate to accom- 
modate a large quantity of notes. For 
accountability, no two notes of any 
One type, denomination, and series 
may have the same serial number. The 
serial numbers on each note have a 
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full complement of eight digits and an 
alphabetical prefix and suffix letter. 


FEDERAL RESERVE BANK SEAL— 
There are 12 Federal Reserve Banks 
and each has a specific letter and 
number designation on every note 
currently issued under its name. This 
bank seal will identify the Federal 
Bank by city and state location and its 
assigned district letter. Following is a 
list of Federal Reserve Banks and their 
respective letter and district number.

TREASURY SEAL—This is the official 
seal of the Department of the 
Treasury. The design of the Treasury 
Seal is older than the Constitution 
itself, and was retained after the 
ratification of the Constitution in 
1788. Minor changes have been made 
to the Treasury Seal over the years. 
The last change was adopted in 1968. 
Over the years the color of the seal 
has also changed from its present 
green. Other colors used have been 
blue, red, brown, gold, and yellow. 


DENOMINATION—On the obverse 
of the note, there are four numbers in- 
dicating the denomination of the note 
(one in each corner of the note). In ad- 
dition to the numerical listing, there is 
one denomination value spelled out 
in letters. 


DISTRICT LETTER—The district letter 
of the Federal Reserve Bank always 
appears as a prefix to the eight digit 
serial number. 

QUADRANT NUMBER—This_in- 
dicates the quadrant in which the sam- 
ple note was printed. Going from one 
to four, there are four quadrants of 
eight notes each on the printed sheet 
of 32 notes. 

BLOCK LETTER—This is the letter at 
the end of the serial number. Normal- 
ly, the suffix letter will start 
alphabetically from A. When 
99,999,999 notes of that series and 
district have been printed with suffix 
letter A, then the next series will have 
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the block letter B and so on until the 
series notes are completed. 


PORTRAIT—On the FRN $1 note the 
portrait is of George Wash- 
ington. Each denomination has a por- 
trait of a specific individual. 

CHECK LETTER—Each note has two 
identical check letters which indicate 
its position on the full printed sheet. 
On a 32-note sheet, the check letters 
go from A thru H and each letter will 
appear four times, one in each of the 
four quadrants. 

FACE PLATE NUMBER—Consisting of 
the lower right check letter (see 
above) and adjacent number, this 
signifies the specific plate from which 
the note was printed. 

SIGNATURE, TREASURER—This 
is the signature of the Treasurer of the 
United States in office when the notes 
where initially issued. 

SIGNATURE, SECRETARY—This 
is the signature of the Secretary of the 
Treasury in office when the notes 
were initially issued. 


DENOMINATION—This is the 
denomination of the note spelled out 
alphabetically and appears once as in- 


dicated. 


SERIES DATE OF ISSUE—The series 
year which appears on the face of 
each note signifies the year in which 
the design was adopted. The series 
year does not change each calendar 
year, it changes when the basic design 
has a major revision. Beginning in 
1974, the series year also changes 
when a new Treasury Secretary is ap- 
pointed. The capital letter often found 
following the series year indicates that 
a minor change was authorized in a 
particular currency. 


FEDERAL RESERVE DISTRICT 
NUMBER—This indicates the number 
of the Federal Reserve Bank for which 
the note was issued. The number ap- 
pears four times on the obverse of the 
note.

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British Gold Sovereign 


1489-1989 


The sovereign has served as the British 
Empire’s most long-lived and prestigious 


coin for 500 years. 


The British gold sovereign first came 
into being in 1489, three years before 
Columbus discovered America. 
Henry VII had defeated the usurper 
Richard III at the Battle of Bosworth in 
1485, an event which marked the end 
of the Middle Ages and the beginning 
of an era of prosperity for England. 

Henry VII became one of the great 
monarchs of Europe and recognized 
the need for a large and handsome 
gold coin which would convey the 
majesty of the throne, augment the 
dignity of the King as well as serve in 
an international capacity. The 
sovereign was intended to be not only 
prestigious but, because of the high 
value that the pound represented, a 
means of storing wealth and for use in 
international trade. Although the 
pound sterling of 20 shillings had ex- 
isted as a unit of account for centuries, 
the sovereign was England’s first one 
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pound coin. 

The first gold sovereign, issued in 
1489, proved a huge success. The 
obverse depicted King Henry in all his 
majestic glory, crowned and _ en- 
throned in full coronation regalia. It 
was, in fact, the appearance of his ef- 
figy, together with the personal in- 
terest that the monarch took in the 
coin, that caused it to be called the 
““sovereign.’’ The reverse was equally 
magnificent, depicting a double Tudor 
Rose and the Royal Coat of Arms. 

The value of the sovereign was in- 
creased by Henry VIII, first to 22 shil- 
lings and later to 22 shillings and 6 
pence. During the debasement of the 
1540s, its weight and fineness were 
again reduced to 20 shillings. 

In 1551, during Edward VI’s short 
reign, a sovereign of 30 shillings, 
similar in size and design to the 
sovereign of Henry VII, was author- 
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ized. For a brief time two coins of the 
same name but of different weights 
were in circulation simultaneously. 

Only sovereigns of 30. shillings 
were struck during the reigns of Mary 
Tudor and Elizabeth I. They were also 
struck for a short period after the ac- 
cession of James | (James VI of 
Scotland). Thereafter, the sovereign 
disappeared from circulation until its 
resurrection in 1817. During the in- 
tervening years the guinea came into 
being. When introduced in 1663 this 
new gold coin was a 20 shilling piece, 
but in practice its value fluctuated 
with the price of gold. It finally settled 
at 21 shillings in 1717. However with 
the outbreak of war with France, gold 
coinage disappeared, to be replaced 
by one and two pound notes. 

The end of the Napoleonic Wars 
brought the need for a complete re- 
coinage in Britain and with it the deci- 
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sion to reintroduce the gold 
sovereign. The Master of the Mint was 
William Wellesley Pole, brother of the 
Duke of Wellington who had defeated 
Napoleon at the Battle of Waterloo. 
Pole chose the celebrated Italian 
engraver Benedetto Pistrucci to 
prepare the design, the now classic 
portrait of ‘St. George Slaying the 
Dragon.” 

The new sovereign made its ap- 
pearance in the summer of 1817. It 
resembled the Tudor coin in name 
and value only, being little more than 
half the weight and half the diameter 
of its illustrious predecessor. The 
splendid new sovereign was destined 
to become the centerpiece of British 
coinage and came to epitomize the 
power of the British Empire ‘’on 
which the sun never set.’’ 

During the long reign of Queen Vic- 
toria, which lasted from 1837 to 
1901, the sovereign reached new 
heights of importance. It became 
respected worldwide for the accuracy 
of its weight and fineness even though 
the total number struck in London and 
branch mints around the world neared 
one billion coins. In 1871 Pistrucci’s 
“St. George,” having been dropped 
from the sovereign in 1825, was rein- 
troduced to be combined with 
William Wyon’s charming “Young 
Head” of Queen Victoria. The use of 
the shield design in that year meant 
that two different reverse designs ap- 
peared on sovereigns dated 1871. 
Since 1887 Pistrucci’s design has ap- 


peared on all sovereigns through 
1988. 

World War | ruined everything. Pro- 
duction of the sovereign ceased in 
London during the war years and the 
coins were replaced by the famous 
Bradbury one pound note, named 
after the treasury official who signed 
them. Production of the sovereign 
continued at the branch mints through 
the 1920s and until 1932. 

Although no longer in daily circula- 
tion, proof sovereigns continued to be 
issued. A few patterns, now extremely 
rare, were produced for the an- 
ticipated 1937 coronation of Edward 
VIII, and proof coins were struck in 
1937 to complete the sets of new 
coins of George VI. 

During World War II people began 
to hold gold for security, increasing 
the demand for sovereigns. Eventual- 
ly, to put a stop to counterfeiting, the 
British Royal Mint again began to 
strike the sovereign, commencing in 
1957, early in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth II. 

The adoption of one ounce of gold 
as an international standard of trade 
resulted in the discontinuance of the 
sovereign (.2354 ounces of gold) as a 
bullion coin in the early 1980s. While 
Britain’s new gold bullion coin, the 
Britannia, continues successfully in 
the role played for so long by the 
sovereign, the classic and _ historic 
gold sovereign still remains an enor- 
mously popular coin and continues to 
be struck as a frosted proof, much 
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sought after by collectors around the 
world. 

To commemorate the 500th An- 
niversary of the Gold Sovereign, a 
Royal Proclamation has been issued 
by Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II for 
the striking of a Commemorative 
Frosted Proof Gold Five Pound coin as 
well as a Double-Sovereign, 
Sovereign and Half-Sovereign in 
22-karat (crown) gold. Authorized 
mintages are extremely low and the 
Anniversary design, which represents 
the first design change on the 
sovereign in over a century, will ap- 
pear only on the 1989 dated coins. 

The 1989 Gold Sovereign features 
two new designs based closely upon 
the original obverse and reverse of the 
1489 coin of Henry VII. British 
sculptor Bernard R. Sindall has been 
extraordinarily successful in capturing 
the sense of the original Tudor design. 

Sindall’s obverse depicts Her Majes- 
ty Queen Elizabeth II at Her Corona- 
tion seated in King Edward’s Chair, 
having received the Sceptre with the 
Cross and the Rod with the Dove. The 
circumscription reads: ELIZABETH Il 
DEI GRA REG FID DEF., ‘‘Elizabeth II, 
By the Grace of God, Queen and 
Defender of the Faith.’’ 

The reverse design features a shield 
bearing the Royal Coat of Arms en- 
signed by an open Royal Crown 
superimposed upon a double rose, 
with the inscription: ANNIVERSARY 
Or Tit Silo St VEREICIN 
1489-1989. °

English, but sometimes it doesn’t 
sound like it. We often use abbrevia- 
tions and acronyms when talking to 
friends or co-workers, abbreviations 
which would not be understood by 
someone else listening to the conver- 
sation.

Designs for Bicentennial of 
Congress Coins Selected 


Before a Joint Session of Congress 
on March 2, 1989, Secretary of the 
Treasury Nicholas F. Brady presented 
the designs for the coins com- 
memorating the bicentennial of the 
Congress. Congress directed the 
Treasury to issue these coins through 
the 1988 Bicentennial of the United 
States Congress Commemorative Coin 
Act. The Act provides for up to one 


million five dollar gold coins, three. 


million one dollar silver coins, and 
four million half dollar clad coins to 
be struck. 

The five dollar gold coin will feature 
the designs of John Mercanti,

Sculptor/Engraver, United States Mint. 
William Woodward of Washington, 
D.C. created the designs for the one 
dollar silver coin and the reverse of 
the half dollar clad coin. The obverse 
of the clad coin will depict the design 
of Patricia Lewis Verani of New 
Hampshire. 

Production of the coins will begin in 
late spring, immediately following a 
First Strike Ceremony. Further infor-

Half Dollar Clad Coin 


Johnstown, PA, Flood Commemorated 


Both a bronze and a one-ounce, 
.999 silver 100th Anniversary medal 
have been issued to commemorate 
the devastating Johnstown, PA, flood 
of 1889. 

One side depicts the cause of the 
great flood. On May 31, 1889, a por- 
tion of a dam on South Fork Creek, 
upriver from Johnstown, broke away 
due to unprecedented rains and 
swollen waterways in the area. Within 
a few minutes, the bulk of the middle 
part of the embankment washed out, 


releasing all the water in its reservoir, 
Conemaugh Lake. The torrent rushed 
down the valley advancing toward 
Johnstown. With a speed of 50 mph, 
the flood tore through the city. 

A section of the flood passed 
through a railroad viaduct known as 
“the stone bridge.’’ But the arches 
soon became obstructed with 
wreckage and in a_ short time 
developed into a dam. This reflex ac- 
tion formed an immense whirlpool 
3/4 of a mile in diameter which 


swirled around Johnstown at a depth 
of 25-30 feet. This was the most tragic 
scene of the flood. Hundreds of peo- 
ple were caught in the whirlpools 
while others on the shoreline were 
powerless to help. The number of 
lives lost cannot be determined, but is 
estimated at 3000. : 
The other side of the medal features 
the “Unknown Plot,’’ a monument in 


the cemetery that contains the graves 
of over 700 unidentified or unclaimed 
victims. 

Each medal comes complete with a 
custom holder and informative pam- 
phlet detailing the events of ‘‘the 
Great Flood.”’

from the Mint, making them the most 
famous of American coins. 

Aubrey and Adeline Bebee, eighth 
owners of this rarity, said that prior to 
their donation the coin was appraised 
at $1 million. 

“The ANA is the ideal place for 
everyone to see this rare coin,’’ Bebee 
said. ‘‘We decided to donate the 
nickel to the ANA because it’s the 
most famous of the 1913 Liberty Head 
nickels, and we want collectors and 
the public to be able to see it. 

“If we sold it, the coin would give 


great pleasure to another collector, as 
it has for us. But because of its value, 
the coin would have to be locked in a 
vault.’” 

The Bebee’s bought their nickel in 
1967 at the ANA’s convention auction 
in Miami, Florida. Prepared to pay as 
much as $65,000 for the coin with a 
five-cent face value, the Bebees paid a 
then record price of $46,000. They 
were offered $56,000 for it the next 
day. By 1972, they had been offered 
$80,000 for the coin.

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Bebee’s went into semi-retirement 
and sold off some of their 50-year col- 
lection, the famous nickel was still not 
for sale. 

Collectors first became aware of the 
coin in 1919, when a coin dealer of- 
fered to buy all five for $50 each. That 
same year, former Mint employee 
Samuel W. Brown first offered to buy 
all five for $500 a piece and then tried 
to sell them in 1920 for $600 a piece. 

The set of five coins changed hands 
four times until it was separated in 
1942. The next year James McDer- 
mott purchased the coin donated by 
the Bebees for $900. 

‘McDermott used to take the nickel 
to coin shows and pass it around,” 
Bebee said. 

McDermott, who owned the coin 
until his death in 1966, turned down 
many offers to sell it, even when of- 
fered $50,000. However, he was very 
generous in showing the coin. He fre- 
quently showed it to strangers he met 
in taverns. 

“When we first obtained it, we also 
wanted to show it off,” Bebee said. 
We could ship it air freight and insure 
it at a coin show for $150. The last 
time we displayed it at a coin show 
we had to go to the London office of 
Lloyds of London to get insurance.” 

While the Bebees have started to 
sell much of their coin collection, they 
continue to trade in commemorative 
half dollars, silver dollars, foreign and 
U.S. gold and paper money. 


Aubrey Bebee’s true love is U.S. 
paper currency. The couple’s most 
complete collection of rare and 
valuable American currency, valued 
at $2 million, was donated to the ANA 
Museum last year. 


Coin Clubs Save

(ASC) also can save the administrative 
burden of submission, prescreen the 
coins, and save some or all of the ship- 
ping expense. 

An ASC is an ANA member in good 
standing, and can be your local club, 
nearby dealer, or even another collec- 
tor who is prepared to submit 15 or 
more coins to ANACS at any one 
time. To become an ASC or have your 
club become an ASC, you simply 
must fill out an application and sign 
the participation agreement.
